THE HUANGPU 
CONSERVANCY SCHEME.

| Now that a scheme for the im- 
| provement and conservancy of the 
‘Huangpu bids fair to be shortly 
‘undertaken in earnest, remarks are 
(heard that the public of Shanghai 
i has never been sufficiently informed 
jon the subject. It is difficult to 












: | understand how such remarks can be 


‘seriously made, considering that the 
‘ question bas been constantly discus- 
‘sed for nearly forty years in the 
' Chamber of Commerce, the Municipal 

Council, and the Press, has been a 
j subject for humorous songs in burles- 
ques, and has forced itself on the 
notice of everyone who uses the river 
for business or pleasure, or even walks 
along the Bund or in the Pablic 
Garden, or crosses the Garden Bridge. 
It is impossible to conceive that there 
is any person of ordinary intelligence 

in Shanghai who does not know of 
‘the reiterated efforts that havé been 

made to prevent the Huangpu from 

degenerating, as it must do if it is 

left alone much longer, into a mere 

canal, when Shanghai will cease to be 
,@ seaport and become like Foochow, 
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It is unnecessary, we trust, to labour 
this point; our fellow-residents, we are 
convineed, take too much interest in 
the prosperity of the city they have 
iade their home not to maintain an 
intelligent knowledge of what is being 
done to maintain that prosperity. 
There are again, we unders and, 
some who still question the necessity 
for any great effort to improve and 
conserve the river. They point to the 
large vessels which still come up to 
Shanghai, and say that there is as 
much water now on the Bar as there 
ever was, and that any way the river 
will last their time. The question is 
not, of course, whether there is still a 
deep—though very narrow—channel, 
but the general deterioration and re- 
striction of the channel by . 
early as 1863, 38 years ago, the then 
harbour-master reported that funds 
were needed to prevent encroachments 
on the banks of the Huangpu, and to 
conserve and deepen the main channel. | 
In 1872 the Chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce drew’ the attention of the 
‘Minister at Peking to the unsatisfactory | 
nature of the Woosung Bar. The 
reply received was that Mr. (now Sir 
Robert) Hart had been instructed to 
give the matter early attention. The 
Russian Minister through his Consul 
rep'ied to the effect that he would not 
fail, together with his co!leagues, to 
maintain an interest in this question, 
the necessity for a solution of which 
will year after year, he said, be more 
strongly felt. In 1873 the talented 
managing partner here of Messrs. Jar- 
dine, Matheson & Co., the late Mr. F. B. 
Johuson, addressed a letter on the sub- 
ject to Mr. (afterwards Sir Thomas) 
Wade, the British Minister at Peking, 
winding up with an enquiry as to whe. 
ther HEI" would support a demand 
should it be made by the community, 
for the ratepayers of Shanghai to under- 
takethe copservaney of the river, should 
the Chinese still decline to assume 
their obligations. _ Representations 
continued to be made by the Chamber 
of Commerce, theU.S. Consul-General, 
Mr. G. F. Seward, and others, year 
after year; and in 1880 a great 
public” meeting was held here at 
which it was decided that the 
river must be taken in hand, and 
that the community would tax it- 
self to find a large portion of the 
necessary funds. We need not go on 
reproducing these details: it is enough 
to quote the latest deliverance from 
an unequalled authority, Captain 
Bisbee, who writes inthe recently pub- 
lished Customs annual report on the 
trade of Shanghai: “The Woosung 
Inner Bar has givenJesstrouble thanin 
some previous years; but the general, 
change” (the italics ave ours) “in the 
flower portion of the Huangpu is all 
worse, the narrowing of the 
if the river and of the navigable 
channel going on at a, constantly 
accelerating pace from year to year.”

Our own Government, it wasscen lately 
with pleasure,realises the necessity for 
action. In the recent China debate, 
Lord Cranborne stated that it was 
among the immediate duties of the 
Government “to enter into serious 
negotiations for the improvement of 
waterways in China.” 

‘As we announced not long since, a 
Special Commission of the Dip!omatic 
Body, appointed from the Ministers of 
the Powers most concerned in the 
trade of Shanghai, has been sitting at 
Peking, and has drawn up a scheme 
for the conservancy of the river, 
based “on the plan proposed by 
the Chamber of Commerce in 1899, 
to the cost of which the Shang- 
hai community is to be asked to 
subscribe, as it vo'unteered to do 
twenty-one years ago. Shanghai’s 
contribution will take the form of a 
very small tax on land, which itis 
able to.pay without the smallest in- 
convenience, particularly when the 








years is considered, and a stight addi- 
io to the dues 01 merchandis2, which 
it is safe to say will uot be felt at 
all, Every resident in Shanghai will, 
directly or indiree'ly, be benefited 
by the improvement of the river, 
but the greatest: gainers will. be 
the landowners, who wou'd be the 
greatest losers if Shanghsi were 
alldwed to become another Foo- 
chow, Still it is possible that 
there will be opposition from some 
landowners, as there is no class that 
so often opposes improvements from 
which it is the first to derive benefit. 
The common sense of Shanghai, how- 
ever, may be trusted to make short 
work of such purblind opposition. 
Mr. Hewett has lately been up to 
Peking as the representative of the; 
Chamber of Commerce to explain the 
Chamber's proposal, and the Minis- 
ters hxve had under consideration and, 
it is understood, have unanimously 
approved the Draft Convention pre- 
pared by the special commission with 
its accompanying rules, the intention | 
being to make the conservancy of the 
Huangpu, as well as of the Peiho, 
one of the conditions of peace with 
China. The approval of the whole 
Diplomatic Body is not, however,

to be general—that the Chinese indemnity 
is to be paid in Bonds, and that the 
Japanese Government will put their share 
on the London market. 

‘The Corean Imperial Household, which 
thas been contending with financial dif- 
ficulties for some years, tried to raise funds 
in severa) ways. The authorities, seeing 
the amount of attention paid to Corean 
mines lately, have transferred the mines 
which have been under the control of the 
Agricultural, Commercial, and Industrial 
Departments heretofore to the Imperial 
Houschold Department, with a view to 
their utilisation by the Department if fur- 
ther applications are received for mining 
privileges.

Tientsin, 18th July.

Office of the accident, and the latter at 
once ordered the Omi Mara, which was 
at Ujina, to proceed to the assistance of the 
Tairen Maru. The Omi Maru passed

the withdrawal of the troops. 

Li Hung Chang says the rep at about 
ten Belgian missionaries in Mongolia 
being murderel camnot be accurate.

THE DESULTORY WAR. 


26th uly. 

Recent events in South Africa 
together with accusations of Boec 
iassacres of wounded at Vlakfontein, 
have again drawn attention to the 
nature of the struggle now going on. 
We may at once say that, taking 
everything into consideration, we are 
of Mr. Arthur Balfour’s opinion, that 
never before has any war been so 
humanely carried on, and that on 
both sides, Boer equally with Briton. 
It would have been altogether mira- 
culous had there been no treachery, 
no cruelty, no unnecessary violence 
on either side. When men’s blood is 
up, when their worst passions 
are aroused, when they are ex- 
posed by day to the sun and by night 
to the frost, when everything that is 
possible has been done to embitter 
their feelings, it is but reasonable to 
suppose that events occur that would 
not have occurred under more favour- 
able circumstances. Doubtless both 
sides will feel at the end of the war 
that they have done that they should 
be sorry for. But evidences of kindly 
treatment by Boer of Briton, and by 
Briton of Boer, are all too numerous 
for any general accusation of inten- 
tional cruelty to lie against either. 
In a word, humanity as been the 
rule, inhumanity the exception. 

How careful the British have been 
to allow every latitude to the Boer 
in his heroic defence, is seen when 
we contrast the system now observed 
in South Africa with that followed 
by other civilised states in fighting 
with each other. The Germans in 
1871 were quite as much, though not 
so long, troubled with franc-tireurs 
as we have been with the roving 
bands under De Wet and Botha. 
What did they do? They issued a 
notice that no man should be recog- 
nised as a combatant unless he could 
satisfy the invaders that he was a 
French soldier who had been called 





+ out and borne on the lists of a corps 


organised in regular military fashion ; 
that the order came from a legal 
authority, and that it was addressed 
to him personally. ‘They further 
required that all such men should 
wear a uniform distinguishable at rifle 
range. Failing this, men found with 
arms and fighting in plain clothes 
without government authority were 
made liable to ten years’ imprison- 
ment or, in serious cases, to execu- 
tion. There has been nothing like 
this in South Africa. 

It has been our policy in this 
matter, as shown both at the Brussels 
Conference and at the more recent 
one at the Hague, to support the 
view of the smaller States as against 
that of the larger. Article 10 of the 
Declaration of Brussels reads thus :— 
“The population of an unoccupied 
territory, which, on the approach of 


an eneniy, takes up arms spontane- 
ously to resist the invading force, 
without having had time to organise 
itself, will be treated as belligerent, 
if it respects the laws and customs 
of war.” To this, at the Hague 
Conference, the representative of 
Great Britain tried to have added 
this supplement :—* Nothing in this 
chapter shall be considered as tend- 
ing to diminish or suppress the right 
which belongs to the population of 
an invaded country to patriotically 
oppose the most energetic resistance 
to their invaders by every legitimate 
means.” 

That we have carried out this 
principle to its extreme limits is 
allowed by every unbiassed critic of 
the present war. Doubtful indeed 
is it, whether the Boers would have 
met with the same consideration had 
their opponents been of some other 
nation. Ever since the war, in a 
military sense, was practically over, 
we have given to roving bands of 
desperate men all the privileges 
allowed to the organised armies that 
met us at the beginning. But the 
question is coming more and more 
to the front. How far should this 
eomplaisance extend? [f wandering 
bands in forties or fifties are to 
be recognised as __ belligerents, 
why not bands of four and five, 
from which it is but a step to 
recognition of the single assassin 
or bravo? Many people are begin- 
ning to think that the limit has 
already been reached, that while we 
are, as ever, ready to meet and re- 
cognise organised bands of reasonable 
warlike strength, there should be no 
recognition of disorganised bands of 
robbers and murderers. American 
opinion is to the point in this con- 
nection:—“ Men or squads of men, 
who commit hostilities with- 
out commission, without being part 
and portion of the organised Bottle 
army, and without sharing continuous- 
ly in the war, but who do so with in- 
termitting returns to their homes and 
avocations, or with the occasional 
assumption of the semblance of peace- 
ful pursuits, divesting themselves 
of the character or appearance of 
soldiers—such men or squads of men 
are not public enemies, and therefore 
if captured are not entitled to the 
privilege of prisoners of war, but 
shall be treated summarily as high- 
way robbers or pirates.” 

This hits the nail exactly on the 
head. The Boer war bas degenerated 
very largely, if not altogether, into 
such operations as the American 
writer outlines. There are men and 
squads of men roving restlessly about 
doing whatever damage is possible. 
However much we may sympathise 
with them, we cannot dignify their 
acts as war. They are not “part and 
portion of the organised hostile 
army,” neither do they share “con- 
tinuously in the war.” On the other 
hand, they do return at times to 








peacefull ife, and do “divest them- 
selves of the character and appear- 
ance of soldiers.” It is hard to see 
therefore what further claim they 
can have to recognition as com- 
batants. 

We hope and believe that the 
alleged inhumanity at Viakfontein 
will be shown to be untrue, or at 
any rate largely exaggerated, The 
Geneva Conventions of 1864 and 
1868 cannot be unknown to the 
Boers, and though, as we kave said, 
instances both of treachery and 
cruelty have undoubtedly occurred, 
the exhibition of kindly feelings on 
the part of the Boers has been too 
general to admit of doubt upon the 
humanity which characterises them 
asa.whole. In all probability there 
will be a satisfactory clearing-up of 
what at present appears to be a very 
shocking occurrence. 





THE TRADE OF NEWCHWANG 
IN 1900. 
2th July. 

Next to Tientsin the treaty port 
which suffered most from last’ year's 
Uroubles is Newehiwang, and n very 
good and impartial account of what 
occurred there last year, and how the 
normal trade of the port was affected, 
is given by Mr. C. A. V. Bowra, the 
Acting Commissioner of Customs, in 
his contribution to the annual volume 
of Returns of Trade. ‘The season 
opened last year, he tells us, with 
brilliant prospects.“ Wonderful as 
had been the progress during the 
preceding year, there was every 
indication that-it was about to be 
exceeded. The ice in the river broke 
up on the 23rd of March, and the 
first steamer of the year entered the 
harbour on the 25th. Before the 
end of the month 13 steamers had 
arrived, bringing 14,000 native pas- 
sengers from Tientsin and Chefoo— 
an index to the active trade that was 
anticipated. By the beginning of 
April commerce was in full swing, 
the harbour was-crowded with ship- 
ping, the vessels arriving and leaving 
with fall cargoes, The enormous 
importations of 1899 had in no way 
lutted the insatiable appetite of 
Manchuria. The interior had ab- 
sorbed almost the whole stock of 
merchandise in the port at the 
close of the previous season. The 
goods coming in at the opening were, 
quickly taken up at good prices, 
importers realising high profits. 
Exports also arrived from inland in 
great quantity. During the June 
quarter beancake went away to the 
extent of over 2,000,000 piculs, quite 
an unprecedented amount for this 
period of the year. Bean oil, melon 
seeds, and medicines also left in 
quantities far exceeding any previous 
experience. Other prominent features 
were the absence of bubonic plague, 
which had disappeared the previous 
December and showed no signs of 
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veenrrence, and favourable climatic 
condicions in the shape of a sufticient 
and well-distributed rainfall during 
the spring and early summer, giving 
promise, fulfilled afterwards in the 
richness of the autumn crops, of an 
unusually ample harvest. Bat for 
the troubles which suddenly burst 
upon North China, there can b-| 
little doubt that Newehwang would / 
have recorded a growth of trade and 
revenue during 1900 even more 
remarkable than the extraordinary 
developments of 1899,” 

‘This bright prom'se was not 
destined to be: fulfilled. Before the \ 
end of May Boxer emissaries appeared 
in the town and began to drill the; 
'Yientsin coolies and boys who had 
come to work cargo, while anti-foreign 
placards were found posted about. 
A panic, generated by the news from 
Peking and Tientsin and the wild 
rumours which the Chinese love to 
pass from mouth to mouth, set in 
among the respectable natives. ‘There 
vias. rush to ship away all the dispos- 
able goods and treasure, exe 
most uncertain, and t w 
ally stopped.“ 'The Chinese 
port in large numbers | 
windows of shops were bricked np, 
and many of the local natives reti 
to their homes in the interior or be- 
took themselves to the hills.” Mr. 
Bowra then gives a short account of 
the Boxer attackon the Settlement, 
the capture of the Chinese town by 
the Russians, the flight of the officials, 
and the occupation of Newchwang by 
Russia. The most sensitive Russian 
could make no objection to Mr. 
Bowra’s account of this episode. 
“The occupation,” he says, “ brought 
peace and security to the foreign re- 
sidents in the port, but the disturbed 
state in the interior prevented. any 
serious revival of trade.” During the 
autumn months a few steamers came 
and brought a little cargo, and fair 
quantities of beancake and beans 
were exported. The net value of the 

“year’s trade reached over Hk. T's. 
22,000,000, all ina very few weeks: 
and “it is a modest estimate to sup- 
pose that but for the troubles the 
value of the year's trade would have 
verged upon 80 millions of taels. To 
those familiar with the trade of this 
port as it was only a very few years 
ago, such a value of trade as is here 
indicated may seem beyond the bounds 
of possibility: but that some such 
figuresas these can and willbe realised 
—given favourable conditions,—and 
that at no distant period, is the firm 
belief of those who grasp the poten- 
tialities of Manchuria under the 
modern conditions of railway enter- 
prise and the Japanese market.” 
We have preached for many months 
to deaf ears at home about the value 
of Manchuria to our trade, the only 
reply we have got being the fatuous 
one that there is no reason why we 
should not do just as much business 
with’ Manchuria Russian as with 
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Manchuria C1 those who write 
bout the subject at all at home 
evidently faucying that Russia is as 
ignorant of the value cf Manchuria 
as themselves. 

The Rassians having taken p ssses- 
sion of the native as well as the 
foreign Customs, it was found that 
in Cuirten weeks, when hardly any 
trade ckisted, there were imported 
anks foreign goods to the vilue 
4,499, and native goods to the 
ue of Tis. 193,608. ‘There were 
exported by junks foreign  goot 
the value of ‘T's. 18,348 and 
goods to the value of Tis. 775,165. 
“The total value of goods dealt 
with thus does not fall far short 
of a million taels. The figures 
are too fragmentary and the year 
altogether too abnormal to allow any 
sound deduction to be drawn as 
to the real extent and value of the 
junk trade at this port, but such as 
they are, they may serve to dissipate 
the impression which often prevails, 
that the introduction of steamers 
into the earryiug trade has killed the 
fie in junks. While this may be 
to some extent so fir as. the 
1 goof goals is 
ned, the growth of commerce 
induced by cheap and speedy con- 
veyance by steamers must surely 
demand many more junks to feed 
the treaty ports from non-treaty 
places on the coast.” Mr. Bowra 
has done well to include these 
reassuring remarks in his report. 

We do not propose to comment on 
the details of the commerce of New- 
chwang last year. Their chief interest 
is in showing what a hardy plant 
China trade is, how it bends to the 
storm and does not break, and how 
rapidly it seizes on every chance 
of recovery. Everything, we note, 
Reunion to a good season in 1901. 

r. Bowra closes with some notes on 
postal affairs: “The inland postal 
system, which was in a very promising 
condition in the early part of the 
year, collapsed during the troubles, 
the whole of the offices being looted 
and destroyed. ‘The winter mails 
came up for the first time by rail 
from Port Arthur, and up to the end 
of the year arrived with admirable 
regularity.”

H THE KAIPING MINES.

Earty in March last we drew 
attention in these columns to the 
reconstruction by an international 
company with its head office in Lon- 
don, and constituted under the British 
joint stock companies acts, of the 
Chinese Engineering and Mining Co., 
which owned and operated the most 
valnable coal-fieli opened in China up 
to date, and foriunate have been those 
i of the in- 
We are now in 
Jd to that by feesh in- 
formation gathered from the manage- 
ment of the new company, which 
cannot bub interest all our readers, 
not merely the many friends of and 
shareholders in the new company. 

The old company’s mineral assets 
consisted as is generally known of 
the mines at Taogshan, Linsi, and 
Hsishan, all taken over by the new 
company. An additional right overthe 
entire Kaiping coal-field has been 
confirmed to the new company by 
the Imperial Burean of Mines, giving 
the new company practically’ wie 
| limited resources in coal. ‘This coal- 
field has a total length of sbont 
; twenty-five miles and consists of two 
parallel basins. ‘There are eight work- 
able seams of coal having an aver- 
age total thickness of eighty feet. 
The Tangshan wine has been opened 
to a depth of 1,350 feet vertically 
and about three miles laterally ; the 
Linsi mine 600 feet vertically and 
one mile and a-half laterally; and 
the Hsishan mine 400 feet vertically 
and half-a mile laterally. The coal 
is of three goalitie, the distinction 
being based on the percentage of 
ash; “Navy,” the best quality, has 
five per cent; “Locomotive,” the 
second quality, nine per cent; and 
the third quality, which has a larger 
percentage, is sold for household and 
native use. A large quantity of best 
guality coal is being opened at Tang. 
shan and Hsishan, and an additional 
new mine is being opened at Pan- 
peitien, four miles from Tangshan, 
especially to provide a larger daily 
supp'y of Navy coal. This coal has 
been supplied to various navies 
| during the last few months, and large 
contracts are pending. 

On taking over the works on the 
Ist of March last, the new company 
found the Tangshan mine flooded 
above the No. 5 level, the bottom 
| 400 feet, embracing fifteen miles of 
tunnels, being flooded. The first of 
this month saw both the No. 
5 and No. 6 levels recovered, 
and the workings on the No. 7 level 
are so limited at present, that its 
recovery is an easy problem requiring 
only a short time. ‘A new shaft has 
been sunk at Tangshan to a depth 
of 1,850" feet, and is now being 
equipped with the mosb modern 
machinery and prepared for a daily 
outpud of 2,500 tons.

Until the 10th of May last the 
destruction of the Hankou bridge 
prevented shipments by rail to Tang- 
ku and 'Tientsin, and since that date 








the production of coal has been | 


limited by the inability to secure 
railway waggons, the stock of which 
had been so diminished by the 
Boxers last summer. The company 
is now, in co-operation with the rail- 
way management, purchasing a large 
number of waggons in England and 
America, and it is expected: that 
October will show ample transport 
available. At present the railway 
carries to various points 1,200 tons 
aday. The company owns a canal 
from a point near the mines connect- 
ing with Tangku and ‘'Tientsin, and 
about 300 tons are daily shipped by 
it. In addition to this there is 
a local sale of about 250 tons daily. 
The company has purchased all 
the surrounding land, and is im- 
proving Chinwangtao harbour by a 
stone breakwater, and has purchased 
the pier built for the Admiralty last 
winter, and is uow Hilling it in with 
stone. There is fifteen feet of water 
at low tide alongside this pier, and 
by extension and some dredging it is 
expected to secure thirty feet, allow- 
ing steam colliers of much larger 
tonnage to come alongside than is 
possible at Tangku. It is 30 miles 
frem the Tangshan mine and 63 from 
Linsi to Chinwangtao, against 57 
miles from ‘Tangshan to Tangku and 





69 from Linsi, and favourable con-' 


tracts for freight have been made 
with the railway. ‘The shipping and 
coal sales department embraces the 
“Ping” steamers, and large godowns 
at Tangku, Tientsin, Shanghai, 
Chefoo, Newchang, Canton, Hang- 
chow, cic. ‘This department has 
been placed under the direction of 
Mr. W. Fisher, formerly agent of 
Messrs. Butterfield and Swire at 
‘Tientsin. 

Throughont the administration of 
the company foreign accounts and 
methods are being rapidly brought 
into use, aud expenses greatly 
reduced. The old company was 
saddled on the Ist of March last 
with pressing liabilities amount- 
ing to ls. 1,700,000, of which Ts. 
1,100,000 have been discharged by 
the new company, and others will 
be settled as rapidly as possible. 
Those paid include an instalment of 
Tis. 200,000 of a loan from the 
Chinese Government to the old com- 
pany, which was gratefully received 
at the present juncture. The new 
company has issued debentures to 
the amount of £350,000, all subscribed 
for, using this money to pay off old 
liabilities and provide additional 
working capital to carry out works 
in hand. The number of shares in 











The directors are therefore, it is 
reported, deciding to reissue them as 
a bonus to the original shareholders, 
equal to roughly thirty to thirty-two 
shillings, in addition to the twenty- 
tive £1 shares which each shareholder 
receives in exchange for one 100-tael 
share. 

The total coal handled from the 
Ist of March to the 30th of June 
wss 100,000 tons, this output being 
for reasons which are easily under- 
stood about one-half that for simil: 
periods in 1898 or 1899. The earn- 
ings up to the end of June were 
$600,000, or £60,000, and even 
now it is anticipated that profits 
amounting to more tl fifteen per 
cent upon the new capital will be 
realised. No coal-field in China can 
be more advantageously situated. It 
is close to the sea and has a 
magnificent ice-free port from which 
to send away its output, while for 
some time at any rate it will have a 
practical monopoly. Ir may be 
mentioned that very large and 
remunerativecontracts are being made 
with American consumers, the coal 
to be shipped to Portland, Oregon. 

The company is managed by a 
board of directors in London and a 
local board in Tientsin. An ex- 
perienced general manager 1s on his 
way out from home. The local board 
consists of Messrs. Hoover, de 
Wouters, Detring, Fisher, Yuen Fa, 
and Sir Liang Cheng ' Chentung. 
K.C.M.G._ The seats on the board of 
Messrs. Hoover and de Wouters 
will be taken, on theirappronching de- 
parture for Enrope, by the tew general 
manager and the chief accountant. As 
is generally known, the company 
has the very strongest - financial 
backing at ‘home, while, as we 
pointed out in March last. its 
position is secured by the variety of 
the nationalities that are interested 
in its welfare. Finally, we are as- 
sured that there is no doubt as to 
the prospects of the company being 
well understood in London, the re- 
cent rumours here that the new 
shares are quoted in London at a 
premium of over cent pe cent being 
fully confirmed. Such a success as 
this promises to be cannot but affect 
beneficially other schemes for the ex- 
ploitation of China that are seeking 
capital at home.

innocent and inconspicuous inverle- 
brate, yet they even after a long 
season of golden sunshine, are begin- 
ning to show unmistakable signs of 





' | dissatisfaction with certain conditions 


of things as they now exist, and make 
no effort to conceal the opinion that 
they are labouring under a burden 
too grievous to be much longer 
borne. 

And that burden is the inordinate- 
ly high commission they have to pay 
for quittance of their scrip holdings, 
a charge, as they maintain, out of 
all proportion to the work done. Ib 
may not be necessary, and perhaps 
not even desirable, that that burden 
should be lightened at once, for it 
must be remembered that those 
whose wail is to-day heard in our 
streets are ceriain!y not those who 
have had any cause of complaint for 
the past few years, because of the 
almost uninterrupted rise in stocks 
during that period. They may rea- 
sonably be consoled with the re- 
collection of a fairly long innings, and 
of fairly tall scores to their credit. 
‘Their song has been none other than 
the old nursery refrain, “ Here we a 
on Tom ‘Tiddler’s ground, picking up 
gold and silver.” ‘To have coined 
money in recent haleyon days must: 
have been to those who were a biton 
the inside track, a bit in the “ know,” 
in fact, as easy as falling-off the pro- 
verbial log. ‘There was no great ability 
either required or shown, The 
abnormal rise in values did the trick 
off its own bat. In confirmation where- 
of one has butto refer té.the quota- 
tions for local stocks any time during 
the past four-and-twenty months and 
mark the rise, general, steady, 
phenomenal, In all the gili-edged 
securities such as Banks, Wharves, 
Docks, Lands, and Steams, amongst 
others, appreciations have varied as 
much as from 100 to 800 per cent, In 
many sound enterprises values have 
advanced from 50 to 100 per cent, 
while most undertakings have bene- 
fited materially, but not with so 
nich show of reason, by the general 
upward movement. 

The only real depreciations to 
speak of, and they have been severe 
enough in all conscience, have been 
in such industrial enterprises as 
cotton mills and silk filatures, caused 
in large measure by the huge mis- 
take of according such illimitable 
powers and opportunities to Chinese 
directors, who have reaped profits 











@ ovo wsque ad mala from the 
purchase of the raw material to the 
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sale of the spun yarn: depreciations, 
too, which have’ unhappily fallen 
rather upon the legitimate investor 
than upon anyone else. 

It has been said with some show 
of truth that the speculator pure 
and simple docs not bother his head 
about such trivialities as commis- 
sions, He goes in royally for the 
big thing, does not complain when 
the tide turns against him, and in 
no case gives his broker anything 
like the trouble that the smaller man 
does, though, doubtless, he is doubly 
pleasaut when the wind is fair and 
the ship forging ahead with every 
studding-sail set. 

But that is not the one who should 
command sympathy. It is rather 
the many with smaller ideas, who 
play no ‘higher game than that of a 
reasonable turn-over, to whose com- 
plaint a listening ear should be lent. 
It is they who feel the tax of a heavy 
brokerage most acutely, for their 
modest operations are not on a scale 
sufficiently important to cause any 
appreciable advance in values. Take, 
for instance, a buyer of Langkats at 
Tl «| note what a marked 














and rapid rise must take place 
betore he even gets his money 
back, for interest, if it be but 





incurred for a short time, will 
soon eat up any modest profit on a 
venture under existing conditions. 
Meanwhile the sharebroker battens, 
for he not only gets his 1% commis: 
sion from the original selier in the 
transaction, but will get as likely as 
not a second commission of 1%/ on the 
resale, to say nothing of future pos- 
sibilities in brokerage from a diligent 
tracking of these identical shares, 
Initially the broker's commission 
to-day on a Langkat transaction is, 
say Tls. 3.60 per share: if he effect 
the resale even at the same price, he 
pockets a further douceur of ‘Tis. 
3.60, whereas a rise of eleven 
taels a share would be necessary 
to give the operator who has to find 
the money and take all the risk, a 
similar benefit. And-the same prin- 
ciple runs through the whule gamut 
of share transactions. The tax falls 
most heavily upon themanof moderate 
pirations, who takes a moderate 
risk, and only looks forward to a 
moderate profit. And he, after all, 
is the true representative of the back- 
bone of legitimate speculation and 
the mainstay of the broker. Yet he 
is an early sufferer when the high- 
flyers in the game begin to unload. 
These conditions irresistibly force 
on the consideration whether the 
time is not approaching when the 
many may benefit. by a redue- 
tion in the sharebroker’s commis- 
sion. There is no place under the 
‘sun where such a high brokerage ob- 
tains as in Shanghai; certainly none 
where the recompense is less com- 
mensurate with the work actually 
done. There is no real genuine quid 
pro quo for the 1%. There can be 





















but little argument in favour its 
continuance. Its maintenance at the 
present time of inflated prices tends 
as assuredly to the fostering of 
wild speculation as it does to the 
smothering of legitimate operation. 
What may be considered a fair and 
reasonable remuneration for the stock 
and sharebroker in Shanghai will, 
doubtless, be arrived at sooner or 
later: and the broker will be wise 
who early recognises the absolute 
impossibility, unless he wish to kill 
the goose that lays the golden egg, 
of any long continuance of the pre- 
sent state of things. 

This vaticination may be unpal- 
atable to the few, but if it lead toa 
consideration of the means which 
will better safeguard and alleviate 
the position of the legitimate investor 
and the modest operator, it should 
elicit the gratitude of the many. 








WANTED, A PUBLIC 
SWIMMING BATH.

A CORRESPONDENT who signs him- 
self “Natator” sent us recently a 
letter in which he refers to the drown- 
ing of two boys off the timberyard 
on the Yangtsepoo Road. “ Who is 
to blame,” he asks, “ for this drowning 
fatality, and so many similar cases? 
Every place in the East and at home, 
where there is smaller community 
than here, has a place where people 
can go and swim, and the children 
have the opportunity of learning the 
arts of Neptune.” After referring to 
the fortunate few who are share- 
holders in the Swimming Bath Club, 
he objects to children generally who 
want to learn to swim Sein, “lef to 
the tender mercies of the Huangpu, 
not a proper place for a youngster to 
acquire the art of swimming. It 
cannot be the want of furids which 
prevents the erection of a swim- 
ming bath, because Shanghai is rich 
enough... There are plenty of 
places where a public swimming ‘bath 
could be erected at a compa 
small cost ; for instance, on the 
shore of the Soochow Creek where 
the Drill Hall matshed stood, or on a 
couple of pontoons in the Huangpu. 
Thope that at the next Ratepayers’ 
meeting either the Municipal Council 
or a sufficient number of public- 
spirited ratepayers will propose a 
resolution to erect such a swimming 
bath, which is an urgent necessity 10 
prevent the frequent occurrence of 
drowning fatalities.” 

‘Thewant of a publicswimming bath 
has long been felt in Shanghai, but 
it is not altogether so imperative as 
our correspondent, in his philanthropic 
desire to help on a good work for the 
youth of Shanghai, seems to think. 
There are much better facilities 
for swimming in Shanghai than in 
many other Eastern ports because 
the river is practically entirely free 

















from dangerous animals. Crocodiles 





in rivers further south and sharks in 
many harbours take an annual toll of 
swimmers and non-swimmers. No- 
thing uore dangerous has ever been 
found in this river than small speci- 
mens of the Alligator Sinensis, a 
very lethargic variety of the alligator 
tribe, which is seldom seen, and has 
never been known to attack a human 
being. From people who have no 
personal experience the new-comer 
here will often hear alarming stories 
of eddies and undercurrents in the 
Huangpu which make swimming in 
ita very dangerous amusement, but 
regular swimmers know well that 
there is no foundation for thesealarms, 
and even the dreaded chowchow 
water off the Pootung Point is safely 
negotiable by a good swimmer. Many 
people object to the colour of the 
water and thjnk that it must neces- 
sarily, from its colour, be very muddy 
and dirty. There is sometimes a 
little mud in the water after very 
heavy rains up country, but as a’rule 
the so-called muddiness is only the 
fine sand brought up from the Yang- 
tze at flood tide; and at low water 
during neap tides the river is often 
almost clear, No large river flowing 
through an alluvial plain can be ab- 
solutely clear. ‘There is a perfectly 
safe swimming ground on the Poo- 
tuug side of the river for non-swim- 
mers or learners, from Boyd & Co.'s 
shipyard down for half a mile or more, 
nor is there any danger ordinarily at 
the timberyard where the last drown- 
ing fatality took place, Neither in a 
river nor in a swimming bath is it 
absolutely safe for children without a 
grown-up person to prevent their 
going out of their depth before they 
know how to swim. There are no 
circumstances under which boys will 
not be over-venturesome, and we can 
probably all of us rec ll ‘incidents in 
our own lives when we voluntarily and 
heedlessly incurred dangers "from 
which we were only saved by good 
luck. ‘There is a capital swimming- 
place now for children, except at 
high tide, on the mud-Hat on the 
north side of the mouth of the 
Soochow Creek. It is freely used by 
Chinese boys; and there is no reason 
why it should not be used by foreign 
children, if a policeman were put 
there to see that they wore drawers, 
which the Chinese boys do not do. 
All this does not weaken our 
correspondent’s contention that a 
public swimming bath would be a 
valuable addition to the institutions 
of Shanghai. We are glad to see 
that our correspondent thinks that 
the money required would be readily 
forthcoming; but there is more 
difficulty than he seems to apprehend 
about a site. ‘Phe peculiar terms on 
which the foreshore of the Soochow 
Creek: is legally public property make 
it rather difficult for the Council, if 
it were sodisposed, to provide a site for 
a swimming bath, though this no 
doubt could be got over if an 
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energetic Committe could be found 
to take the matter in hand; but it is 
not the plain sailing that our 
correspondent seems to think it is 
‘The advantage of the Soochow Creek 
foreshore is that there is plenty of 
room fora large bath, and a large 
bath it must be if it is to be a 
public bath: and the water could 





be taken direct from the Creek 
with rough but adequate . filtra- 
tion in the bath bui'ding itself’ There 


is a large piece of ground at the north- 
west corner of the Nanking and Ho- 
nan Roads, now occupied by Chinese 
shops, which was given ‘0 the com- 
munity by the then Taotai in the ear'y 
days of the Sett'ement for purposes of 
reereatiou, which wou'd make a capital 
site for public baths ; but there wou'd 
probaby be some difficulty now in 
dispossessing those who have for so 
many years diverted this property to 
private uses. 

A summer like that of 1901 makes 
the need of a swimming bath felt more. 
than a dry summer does, even by those 
who enjoy the much superior exhilara- 
tion of swimming in the river. ‘Lo 
swim in the rain is p'easanter than to 
swim in the sun; bnt the swimmer 
when he comes out does like to have 
dry clothes to put on, and to get home 
dry. We trust that our correspondent, 
Will continue to agita'e the ques ion 
among those especially interes'ed, and 
wiil succeed in getting a strong Com- 
mittee to formulate a scheme to be 
brought forward at the next rate- 
payers’ meeting.

These are by far the most weighty 
volumes which even in an extended ex- 
perience we have met with as dealing with 
the Celestial Empire, especially if one 
undertakes to read them reclining in a 
hammock by the sounding waves, or under 
the soughing pines, To be exact, includ- 
ing the stout protecting outer paper 
wrappers, the two together weigh just 
three ounces less than eight pounds 
avoirdupois, for the covers are thick and 
so are the leaves. 

Each volume is divided into cight-and- 
sixty chapters, which are frequently se- 
parated by a line as invisible as a 
meridian, on the modern fashion of the 
expert paragraphist, whose thoughts ap- 
pear to come in jets only. The preface is 
commendably brief, consisting merely of 
‘the following words: “The aim of this 
book has been to give a record of events as 





they ocourred, and to avoid uational or 


personal prejudice.” The earlier chapters 
plunge at once into a revelation of the 
true inwardness of the Boxer business, and 
the reader is then gradually enlightened 
by a summary of events based largely on 
the British Blue books, down to the attack 
on Tientsin, by which time the author had 
arrived in person. From this point the 
narrative is more minute and vivid, down 
to the end of chapter II where Mr. Gam- 
mon’s “ historical wife” is introduced (she 
escaped in 1871 from the massacre, and 
again in 1900) at which point, “ speaking of 
guns,” there is sudden diversion into a 
trip made in the year of our Lord 1891 to 
a Trappist Monastery, the notes of which 
are reprinted “while you wait” for the 
march to relieve Peking. The reason 
alleged for this irrational digression was 
that the author had heard that these monks 
had been killed, hence the reader would 
want to know how the author got to their 
monastery nine years previously. A similar 
padding occurs in the second volume where 
there are thirty-nine pages of Chinese hiv 
tory, beginning with 2 singularly turbid 
accotnt of the origin of the present dynas- 
ty, and a sketchy, disproportioned narra- 
tive of isolated events since it began. This 
would not have been out of place had the 
relation of these occurrences to present 
conditions been exhibited, which is far 
from being the case. There is no percep! 
ble reason for limiting the range to a sin- 
gle dynasty, when more than twenty others 
were squatting at the outside gate waiting 
to be Jet in. The account of what the 
author himself saw in Tientsin, on the way 
to Peking, during the attack on Peking, 
and after the occupation, is straight- 
forward and readable, although it is evi- 
dently merely the letters of a correspon- 
dent, and might have been judiciously 
pruned at least fifty per cent. His judg- 
ment of the leading facts is generally 
good, and many mistakes into which a 
‘comparative stranger might be expected to 
fall, have been avoided. The author's 
strongest point was his camera, which 
never seems to have Jeft him for an in- 
stant, and he has succeeded in reproducing 
views taken at the most singular crises, 
such as the discharge of artillery a few 
fect away, the attack in several engage- 
ments, the rushing of troops for cover 
under heavy fire, and the like. ‘The photo- 
graphs thus taken are naturally not very 
well defined, but one may condone that on 
the principle enunciated by Dr. Johnson 
when speaking of woman’s preaching, 
which he declared to resemble a dog’s walk- 
ing on his hind legs—it is not well done, 
but then, it is a surprise to see it done at 
al 
illustrations is the author’s strange pench- 
ant for whatever is horrible or disgusting. 
He is fond of catching snap-shots of some 
one who is in the act of being killed, of 
ese or Chinese just falling, of the 
bodies of those who have been killed as 
they lie, of a dog gnawing a corpse, of a 

by its queue («pi ), of 
hanging together partly de- 
composed (one being out of sight, it is 
explained where it is and why it is not 
taken separately, the smell being too over- 
powering), one of them being that of a 
eunuch who had been tortured, and ap- 
parently partly skinned alive. 

‘The author somewhere found a picture of 
the usual reprosentations in the temples 
ofthe city-god, showing the punishments 
of Hades, and to this he gives a lurid 
double-page coloured illustration. Six per- 
sons are having their lives pressed out 
under a huge platform on which tho 
executioner is dancing, and others to the 
number of about a dozen in all are either 
being burnt, beaten, or hacked, or are 
awaiting their turn. We cannot think the 
selection a fortunate one. A larger ex- 
perience would have enabled him to secure 
one exhibiting at least twenty persons

being ground in mills, sawn asunder, boil- 
ed in oil, driven with prods over the bridge 
across the “ Naiho,” not one of which is 
here to be seen, and there is no little dog 
at the bottom licking up the blood. 

In order to make his narrative continu- 
ous the author has obtained a journal of 
the Siege in Peking, which he carefully 
edits in such a way that it might at first 
be supposed that it was given at first hand, 
since he does not inform us whose writing 
it is, There is in it much that is true and 
picturesque, and an air of extreme preci- 
sion is imparted to it by the notation of 
the number of minutes past the hour when 
the firing was renewed, or a flag of truce 
was sent in. But the material has not been 
well digested, and in the midst of this 
ostentatious accuracy one meets with egre- 
gious errors which no one cognisant of the 
facts could have allowed to pass. The 
most glaring instance of this in at page 59 
vol. Il, where the murder of Baron von 
Ketteler is narrated. Here within the 





compass of about twenty lines are tirelve 
blunders, some of them serious ones, such 
as tliat the Minister was accompanied by 
a German guard, that this was exchanged 
for a Chinese Giard; that tho officer of it

the safety of the party 
had been “invited” to go; that the Baron 
was “instructed by the other Ministers ;” 





that the imaginary Chinese guard attack- 
ed the Minister “ on entering the Yamén ;” 
that he was bayonetted in his chair; that 
Mr. Cordes ran away but returned to see 
what had become of his chief; and that 
“the Mission” was near by. ‘There arc 
other lesser misstatements, but a historian 
who lets such slip-shod ‘affirmations ay 
these pass for esact truth, must not be 
surprised if some of the details where it 
is impossible to follow him are taken with 
many grains of salt. Many of the errors 
relate to matters not in themselves im- 
portant, yet so well-known that it. would 
appear easy to"get the facts if this had 
been considered worth while. An instance 
or two will illustrate the nature of the 
slips referred to. Some weeks after the 
siege, Dr. Martin, President of the Im- 
perial University, sent a notification to the 
various Professors that the Institution had 
for the time, and perhaps permanently, 
collapsed, but that there was a chance that 
their services might be again required. He 
also told them the welcome news that the 
arrears of their salary, and the claim for 
dismissal without notice would be paid in 
full. This could be done because the 
Russo-Chinese Bunk had in its possession i 
large sum of money belonging to the Chi. 
nese Government, and the Managers were 
willing to pay so much of the just debts of 
that Government as this implied—not a 
heavy tax upon a large fund.

“The Russians were stid (and I have 
it on good authority) to have behaved with

ment. Although not their co-nationals, 
the Russians agreed that the request was 
just and readily disbursed the money. 
This was by no means the first nor the 
last occasion on which the Russian officers 
Vehaved toward British or American sub- 
jects (sic)in such a manner, showing them- 
Selves absolutely free from the nonsensical 
red tape which characterises cur own 

jlitary men and our officials in general 
in countries.” If Mr. Landor has 
found a set of military of who are 
ready to pay the just ut uncollectable 
debts of people in general, he dues right 
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to exploit the fact for the benefit of the 
world. 

His high opinion of Russian officers, 
Russian soldiers, and Russian ways Seems 
to be almost unqualified, and was doubtless. 
much assisted by an invitation to ride at 
the head of the procession which entered 
the Forbidden City on the 28th of August, 
by the side of General Linievitch, after 
having been snubbed (like all other news- 
paper men) hy his own authorities. OF 
the grandeur aud importance of that 
entry we are duly assured, and the 
author performed the unique. feat of 
riding at the front of the line, and 
taking snap-shots of all the conti 
front and rear while doing so. 
cription of the Summer Palace is alnost 
wearisom:ly prolix to us on the ground, 
but every detail may be eagerly devoured 
dy those to whom it is not an old story. 
Here again it was Russian officers who did 
the honours. Mr. Landor contradicts all 
and singular the tales of Russian b rbarity 
in Peking, which (although we 
to eto acertain extent true) is just asavell, 
after the reckless exaggerations of Mr. 
Millard and De. Dillon, and lays little 
stress upon the looting stories, while ad- 
mitting that there was much of it practised 
by “everybody.” ‘The only original in- 
formation which we we noted in the 
compass of these eight hundred pages is 
the discovery, reaffirmed at every oppor- 
tunity, that the Boxer movement was 
originated, developed, and carried on by a 
syndicate of Buddhist’ priests, Jamas (for 
these appear to be tothe author synonymous 
terms) and ‘bonzes.” This he seems to 
have learned in that much discussed and 
somewhat uncertain trip to “The For- 
bidden Land,” and volunteers in evidence 
his knowlede of the character of these men. 
The only bit of corroboration which we re- 
member is that Bishop Favier mentions 
seeing some ** Boxers" in yellor All the 
mobs of Boxers ate referred to generically 
as headed by priests of Buddha; the Boxer 
idols were such well-known ‘Buddhist 
divinities.” as Kuan Ti, the Chinese god of 
war, and the like. The fact that some 
Buddhist priests here and there did add 
their mite to swell the Boxer stream his 
not perhaps been sufficiently emphasised, 
hut this quiet transfer of the whole onus of 
the work to them, is, as we say, distinetly 
novel and a discovery of this author. Ona 
pat with it is his information (page 4, vo.

His agnosis 
of the causes of the movement is charae- 
terised by the same simplicity and com- 

account of its (ima- 
inary leaders. He says: “I maintain that 
no matter what other theories are brought 
forward regarding the pr trouble in 
China, it cannot be better defined than as 
a fanatical Buddhist movement, mixed to 
4 certain extent with Shamonism.” ‘The 
cumplex political causes which some have 
supposed to be involved in the rising 
against foreigners, are deftly disposed of 
in three lines, as follows : “The grasping 
dealings of European nations have also, 
no doubt, contributed indirectly to bring 
on a crisis which might otherwise have 
been delayed indefinitely. The original 
cause, however, is that given above.” 
‘There is nowhere any hint that the two 
months of the author's stay in the North, 
diluted with toils of marching and the 
cares of his camera, were not amply 
sufficient (reinforced as they were by the 
previous visit to the Trappist Monastery 
in 1891) for the co-ordination of all the 
facts relating to one of the most intricate 
and complicated movements in the modern 
history of mankind. There is never any 
indication of doubt, or that there was any 
occasion for uncertainty in the auth 
mind, “Tsay so, and there's an end on it. 
There is a somewhat indefinable (y

irritating) assumption that the author 
knew everything at first hand by instinct. 
He quotes Japanese as if it were his 
ordinary tongue. 

He glances at Chinese couplets and in- 
scriptions and either “‘deciphers” or docs 
not “decipher” them according as there is 
or is not time or daylight enough. The 
references to missionarios are alternately 
patronising and insulting, “There were 
many,” he tells us, “among these martyrs— 
indeed the majority—who were far from 
tactless and incompetent, and were even 
held in great esteem for the good they had 
done to the natives, whether converts or 
otherwise, by suppl: ‘ith food, 
medicines, and medical advice.” But in 
another sentence he mentions that the “had 
ones generally seem to escape unhurt. Nor 
could there be much ground of complaint 
if the heathens, in their desire to settle 
disputed points of religion, would limit 
themselves to killing outright the mal» 
portion ef thnse who try to convert them.” 

But why “the male portion” only, when 
the others might add to the number of the 
“tactless and incompetent” whom it would 
ea mercy to put out of the way before 
they had an opportunity to get into it ? 

That Mr, Lander intends to be just is 
shown by hisdeserved, but undiscriminating 
laudation of Timothy Richards (sie), whom 
he mentions as if he were a Unicorn 
belonging to analmost unknown species, 
mere freak of Nature—thus ignoring all that 
has heen done by others, such as Dr. Allen, 
and Dr. Fryer. Such hasty and wholesale 
verdiets throw discredit upon what ought 
to have been a judicious estimate, if it 
were to be given at all. 

Space would wholly fail were we to men- 
tion in detail the score or two of additional 
errors which we have noted, some of a 
minor character, and others much more 
serious, but al! showing evidence of inex- 
cusable carelessness in_getting at facts. 
An important Imperial Edict is referred to 
as July 11th, instead of January 11th ; the 
first gift of melons to the Foreign Mi 
is represented to have been a coolie’s mis- 
take, the same heing intended hy the 
Empress Dawaver for the Chinese soldiers 
at the barricades (:); the Temple of Agricul- 
ture and the Temp'e ta the Barth are taken 
as the same; the “Yuan Ming Yuan” (a 
separate Park at a distance from the Sum- 
lace) is given as the name of « build- 
ing in the latter, the “Wan Shou Shan 
(pelle? Uan-cheu-chan ”) being’ another. 
The notition of Chinese names in these 
volumes is such as never was on sea or land. 
the instance just cited, French spel- 
ing is that frequently adopted, but evident- 
ly from accident and not from perceived 
reasons. since it is constantly supplanted by 
ther kinds, come of them being literally 
incomprehensible. One wonders what such 
a designation as“ Ca-tehteny,” for the 
Chinese city, really connotes. It is 
great pity that the author did not sub- 
sidise some one to real his proofs who 
kuew enough Chiuese to yet the notation 
right. Failing that we have “Tchung-en,” 
for Ch ng Hou, “Si-tae-hen,” for the 
Empress Dowager. “ Tai-ping-uan ” as the 
name of the leader of the Taiping Re- 
dels, ete. A place called ‘ Kujelinfu 
CKueilinfu 2) is given as the “capital of 
the provinces of Kuangtung and Kwang- 
si” (a variation of spelling of the same 
Chinese word in two contiguous lines) ; 
these same provinces are miscalled the 
Hukuang” (where the author has been 
again_led astray hy the word “ Kuang”) ; 
the Emperor K‘angsi (p. 304 vol. IT) 
“was probably the greatest of all the 
Manchu Emperors,” while four pages 
later “tof all the Manchu Emperors 
who profited hy the work of the 
missionaries Kien-lung was no- doubt the 
greatest.” Is it any wonder if the reader 
isa little perplexed to know who after all 
was ‘the greatest” of the Manchu mon- 
archs? Oneis similarly bewildered byleatn- 
ing (1, 311) that the Pei Trang (R. C. 







































































Cathedral) in Peking was ‘destroyed ” in 
1805, and (page 313) that it was again de- 
molished in 1827, after it “had for on» 
hundred and thirty-five years stood, not- 
withstanding the insults) the martyrdom, 
the persecution of Christians,” and wonders 
jat what date it really was ‘ destroyed. 

It may be mentioned that our old friend 
Jung-lu (or Yung-lu) never appears by the 
latter name, and oftener as “Yun-lu,” and 
‘still more frequently ‘“Tung-lu,” to the 
confounding of the univitinted. 

‘The author calls his work “China and 
the Allies,” which seems to suggest some 
explanation or discussion of what the re- 
ations between them are or were.

Yangtze Some of the country people have 
had to find new homes temporarily on 
higher ground, and others have improvised 
elevated tloors by using tables, chairs aud 
other household furniture. The rice crop 
for some miles has been destroyed and all 
hope for another erop this year abandoned. 
However the wheat may be put in early if 
the water goes down soon. Althouzh 
immedistely adjoining the river is very 
bad, yet cncouraying reports come from 
beyond this. One country farmer from 
abore Yangehow reports fine crops, 
while another from south of Chinkiang 
says the crops are doing well with water 
just sufficient.

Notwithstanding the supposed agrer- 
ment of the Powers on the different points 
of the indemuity question, diswreement 
renviins, not so much amon the Ministers 
as among the Home Governments. ‘Tho 
suficient guarantee for permavent annual 
payment until the whole indebtedness is 
met still bothers the creditors, ‘hore is 
no inkling that other revenues will be 
utilised other than these previously “ eur- 
marked.” Some Governments are inclined 
to increase the tarif, but Great Britain, 
as representing the largest trade, is opposed 
to such a change unless some equivalant 
is secured from the Chinese, tending to 
increase the commerce with the couutry. 
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VARIETY IN CLAIMS. 


Another, and the chief, difforence is as 
to how the war claims of the different 
countries shall be distributed in the 
indemnity amount already agceed upon. 
Tt seems that notwithstanding the rules 
agreed to iu determining what should and 
what shou'd not be included, the countries 
have not really imade out their claims with 
uniformity. Hence the amount wanted is in 
exces of the 450,000,000 taels. ‘The United 
States has been willing to lessen her claim, 
but only on the understanding that the 
other Powers would do the same. Thus 
China is again waiting on the dilatoriness 
of Westerners. 
CHINA'S NEEDS. 

Besides meeting the demands of foreign 
Powers, China is bewildered over the prol 
lem as to the ensiest way to make up the 
deficiencies in national and provincial re 
ennes. The various Viceroys and Gov- 
ermors are making plans of their own for 
provineinl necessities, while the wants of 
the Court and the metropolitan officials 
are only partially considered. Incerase of 
salt tax, increase of land tax, a house tax, 
stamp tax, tax on native opium, are all 
talked about, but nothing is determined by 
the Plenipotentinvies and the Court. In 
general we may expect nothing systematic, 
just, or even expedient, but more squeezing, 
scraping, manipulating, ‘Thorough univer- 
sal fiscal reform, which some thought lay 
lurking in the Protocol, has been 
abandoned as toogreatn task. One thing 
may be put down as certain, namely, 
pmpular ‘disaff.ction, when ’ increased 
taxtion in any form is’attempted.

claims. As the total amount is reported as 
neatly 3,000,000 taels, several high officials 
have memorialised that the amount be 
drawn from national revenues instead of 
further pressing the local districts. 
edict has been issued approving. 
again, the peaceful provinces must pay 
for the crimes of northern Boxers and 
the Court’s madness. Chou y, in all these 
negotiations, has acted with courtesy, 
justice, and firmness. It has been for- 
tunato that such a progressive man has 
been on the ground, as the foreign 
Ministers were willing to let Chinese 
Christians suffer, though Chinese getting 
pay as servants in foreign employ were to 
he fully compensated. 

‘THE EVACUATION. 

‘The Ministers have fixed on August 
the 14th as the date for full, final, formal 
evacuation, and for handing over to the 
Chinese authorities the ‘Temple of Heaven, 
‘Temple of Agriculture, Forbidden City, 
Winter Palace, Summer Palace, and other 
public and imperial grounds and buildings. 
‘This date is the anuiversary of the relief 
of the Legations by the Allies. ‘This idea 
originated with Sir Ernest Satow. Such 
a function on such a date may afford 
amusement to the Chinese, who can 
“crow” over their success in getting rid 
of the foreign interlopers. Whether 
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ANY PROPER FUNCTION 

will be held in memory of the relief is not 
yet announced. So many of the Lezations 
have changed hands, that little interest 
may be taken in the important event. 

THE DEPARTURE OF GENERAL 
SIR ALFRED GASELEE 

with his stafflast Sunday, was honoured by 
guards from the British, Americans, 
Japmnese, and Italians. No French were 
present. ' No German soldiers graced the 
occasion, though several German officers 
were present. General Guselee will be 
remembered as a courteous gentleman at a 
time when courtesy has been needed more 
than military prowess. 

‘THE PRENCH FETE. 

Sunday, being the 14th, was the great 
féte day of the French. A review was held 
early in the morning in front of the Pei 
tang, after which high mass was held in 
the Cathedral. At night time miles of 
lanterns with fireworks made memorable 
the palace grounds, Inkes, bridges, rotunda, 
main thoroughfare, Imperial gates, Cath 
dral, within the French jurisdiction. Several 
French soldiers bec«me intoxicated, pound- 
ed several Chinese and, nccordingto report, 
killed two or three. “The Chinese find it 
difticult to describe the French character, 
as well as of the Allies in general. 

A SERIOUS OMISSION.

In my last, dated 27th ult,, the scene of 
a case of robbery with violence was stated 
to be in British territory. My informant 
was mistaken, and the affair We now know 
took place in a village under Chinese juris- 
diction. 

AN UNFORTUNATE SEQUEL. 

In connection with the crime we have to 
roport that ‘last of all the woman 
also.” The case now resolves itself into 
one of murder. The two soldiers of the 
Chinese Regiment detected selling stolen 
goods in Weihaiwei City were handed over 
to the Ninghai magistrate, and in accord- 
ance with Chinese custom have been put 
to torture. (It is reported that they 
were suspended to a tree by the 
arms fastened behind). The confession 
wrung from ona of them implicated 
a soldier—or soldiers—of the name Liu. 
Fifteen of that name in the same company 
were arrested and sent for examination 
to. Ninghai, since been 
released. More than half-a-dozen: others 
deserted, and it may be assumed that they 
were concerned to some extent in the 
affair. 


















A YRACAS IN THE CITY 
—serious in a sense, yet not without 
its humourous side—was the outcome of 
persistent efforts to trace this crime to 
its source. The Yamén runners of the 
Ninghai magistrate, holding a written 
permit from the Assistant Commissioner, 
pursued their investigatious both in Mahto 
and ithe City. , An attempt to arrest a 
bugler was resisted by his comrades. In 
the mélée a soldier's hand got badly 
damaged ana a detective received a severe 
cut on the head,—not to mention other 
injuries. 











The soldiers then bound the runners 
and brought them to their headquarters 
in Bishto. 

For interfering with the agents of the 
civil authorities in the discharge of their 
duties certain men of the Regiment have 
been fined $5 each. The two soldiers 
first arrested are still in prison and will 
probably remain there.

‘THE RETURN TO WORK. 

On. the Ist of June, Mr. R. Williams (of| 
the C.1.M.) and your correspondent arrived 
Chaotungfu. The joumney overland from 
Siufu was made in great quietness, every 
courtesy being shown by the officials and 
people the whole distance. Our return seem- 
ed to be taken asa pledge of better day 
‘The entrance into Chaotung was made ‘in 
characteristic Chinese style. The Christians 
and other friends had made up their minds 
for a big affair and consequently our chairs 
were at the end of « long, procession of ban- 
ners and we entered the Mission premises in 
a cloud of smoke and to the sound of great 
strings of crackers, 

Goon OFFICIALS. 

‘The mandarins showed themselves friend 
ly atonce. We are fortunate in havi 
three fine men of action representing Imper 
authority. The Brigadier-General Liu, who 
succeeds oncof themost superstitious military 
duffers T ever heard of in China, soon made 
his power feltin the neighbourhood. Disguised 
as a coolie, he paid visits in all directions and 
took first-hand evidence on many important 
matters. As a consequence of the stern way 
in which he dealt with some troublesome 
persons, many suspicious characters have fled 
the city, During. long interview the Gene- 
ra] asked that there might be frequent in- 
tercourse in order that outsiders may know 
that all is friendly between the authorities 
and the missionaries. I wish such a pol 
were consistently followed everywhere in this 
Empire. 

THE PREFECT AND CITY MAGISTRATE 
are old friends of the people and held in 
high esteem by all. The scrolls in the 
yamens declare that these rule the people 
jike Buddha and the ‘They are both 
wire and friendly in dealings with foreigners.

Owing 
to valiant conduct in the great Mahomedan 
rebellion of 30 years ago a promise had been 
given to the people of this district that no 
Customs barrier should ever be erected 
there. Claiming this promise the people 
fought hard in many ways to prevent the 
establishment of the likin. 

THE VICTORY OF THE OFFICIAL. 

Prefect Lung was, however, one too many’

A URIGHT OUTLOOK. 

We ave still waiting with growing im- 
patience for the burst of the monsron. 
‘The weather lately has been most trying, 
though on the whole the hot season has 
heon rather mild, owing to eccasional 
small showers, The country presents a 
very different appearance from what it did 
atthis. time Inst year, in ‘act one is struck 
with the very eal'hy appearance of the 
land, trees, and shrubs which are senerally 
very’ burnt up and withered at this time 
of the year. They sre quite green and 
comparatively fresi-looking, and instead of 
the usual brown, parched and cracked 
earth which meets the eye at this season, 
there are still patches of green grass 
visible. ‘The plague, alas, is with us 
slil!, but it is showing steady signs of 
decreasing all over India. On the whole, 
people are taking a more sensible view of 
matters, though there are still »ome super- 
stitious ‘natives who are afraid to report 
fresh cases of plague among their friends 
and relatives to the officiels for fear of 
being poisoned. Only the other day, = 
ease was reported of natives opening a 
tifin basket belonging to some plague 
oficial to see whether it contained the 
plague poison. 








‘THE VICEROY 


is still as popular among both Europeans 
and natives, Tt is perhaps not.generally 
known that when the war broke out in 
South Africa and Lord Curzm offered to 
send out troops from India, the Home 
Government at once asked whether he 
considered it would be safe to weaken 
the garrison in India and asked him 
whether he was willing personally to 
undertake the responsibility of sending 
any troops from here. He at once said he 
would willingly undertake all responsibility 
of the matter himself, ashe felt absolutely 
contident that the troops could easily be 
spared. By doing this he put India to a 
very practical test, and showed that he had 
the utmost confidence in officials and in 
the feudstory princes. ‘This bold step of 
his immensly pleased the natives and has 
inspired in them an even greater con- 
fidence in the Goverument in general and 
the Viceroy in particular, Keiiger has 
certainly been a great benefactor of our 
Empire, for the amount of enthusiasm that 
the wat has evoked among our Indian 
subjects certainly shows how very patriotic 
are theit feelings, All the mative Princes 
and also privat iduals have subscribed 
enormous sums, and are coustautly, even 
now, sending out comforts to our troups, 
and ‘their only disappointment is that they 
themselves cannot go out to fight for their 
country. 
THE DECREASE OF TIcers. 

Lord Curzon has just lately bagsed 
no less than 12 tigers. A’ speaker 
at the Society of Arts the other day 
went so far as to ask for a law for the pro- 
tection of tigers, as he said they were now 
becoming almost extinct in some parts, 
and urged that they were really the agri- 
culturists' best friends, for they destroyed 
minually great numbers of deer who did 
so much damage to the crops and trees. 

A GREAT PRonLest 

which is facing us now is that our modern 
education is tending very much to destroy 
the religion of the Mahomedans and Hin- 
dus, while the feeling of caste prevents 
them from adopting our creed.

in the Institute. He had the courage to! 
attack the policy of the Indian Govern- | 
ment, as regards the origin and conduc 
of the war, before the very authors of | 
tnt policy. Of course, there was a howl of 
official indignation all ‘over India, but the 
non-official world chuckled demurely to 
itself and echoed “habet.” ‘The cause of 
attack was mainly directed against. the | 
deafness of the Government of India to 
the advice of the local officials. You are 
probably aware that for several years the 
headquarters of the Punjab Governme 
has been located for several months during 
the year at Simla; thereason being that the 
else neighbourhood of the Lieut.-Governor 

the Punjab was necessary to help the 
Vieeroy in deciding matters connected with 
the boundiry policy. Now Lahore is al- 
ready a good distance from the North-west 
Frontier, and from Lahore to Simla it is 
also a far ery, Tt therefore seems easy 
to understand how at this distance 
voices erying in the far wilderness of the 
Frontier were not always listened to. 
One of the results of this deafuess was the 
giving up of the Khyber Forts, which led 
to the ‘Tirah campaign, Several other 
mishaps in the conduct of the campsigu 
were also attributed to the high official 
ignorance of local conditions. Now, after 
# lapse of several years, the seed thus sowy 
in the midst of official displeasure has 
borne fruit and Lord Curzon has resolved 
to establish a new ‘Trans-Indus Province, 
to be entirely independent of the Pun- 
Jab, and which will have the managen 
of the Frontier States, This should give 
an ample field for the employzient of local 
knowledge and oxperience, so thnt the new 
Lieut.-Governor will not in future have an 
opportunity of saying that his warning 
voice has been unheeled. ‘This step 
seems tobe universally approved throughout 
India by the Press, and one of the effects 
will be that the’ headquarters of te 
Panjab Government will in future have to 
find’ summer resort on one of its own

THE ADVANCE OF RUSSIA. 


Attention has recently been drawn not 
only to the enormous strides with which 
the boundaries of the Russian Empire are 
expanding, but also to the equally rapid 
growth of the area over which the Russian 
Janguage is spoken. Here in India we 
have been educating the people for the 
last fifty years; some peaple. say .over= 
educating them, but however that may be 
there can be no doubt that "the 
spread of the knowledge of the English 
Janguage is not equal to the spread of 
education. English is only taught in the 
higher schools, and it is calculated that 
there are probably not more than two 
millions of natives who speak the English 
language.

It is therefore calculated that fifty years 
hence Russian will probably be the princi- 
pal language spoken throughout the 
‘enormous territory which in recent years 
has been added on to the Russian Empire 
in Asia. When it is remembered how 
many of these provinces are inhabited by 
warlike races it may be understood what an 
enormous addition this will give to Rus- 
.n influence and prestige. In a short 
time you in China will see Russian schools 
established throughout Manchuria and very 
possibly Russian may be the lingua franca 
in use as far as the gates of Peking. This 
ix a very serious and. it becomes a 
question for consideration whether those 
who are interested in the spread of British 
Empire and influence should not take more 
systematic steps towards the spread of the 
knowledge of the English language.

4 LONG-LIVED MINISTRY. 

The political situation in France is still 
remarkably quiet, The approaching trial 
of the Count de Lur-Saluces attracts very 
little attention, and it seems as if every- 
‘one were orly too glad of a respite from 
turmoil until next year’s electoral cam- 
paign begins. The Senate is rushing the 
Associations Bill through in a style which 
shows that the measure will be adopted 
practically without alteration. The Cham- 
ber is giving an equally favourable recep- 
tion to the Government’s Workmen’s Pen- 
sions Bill. M. Waldeck-Rousseau’s Ca- 
binet, which came into being merely to 
wind up the Dreyfus case, has now been 
two years in office, and during all this time 
only’ two portfolios—War and Justice— 
have changed hands. The strength of the 
Government's position is shown by the 
absurdity of the tales invented for the pur- 
pore of discrediting it. A few days ago it 
was persistently rumoured that the Em- 
peror William was coming to Cherbourg 
with a German squadron, and now an op- 
position journal has opened a subscription 
to buy Queen Ranavalo a new dress, as a 
protest against the parsimony with which 
the Government is alleged to have treated 
her during her visit to Paris ! 

‘THE MOORISH MISSION. 

The Sultan of Morocco has now two 
special missions at work in European capi- 
tals, The Moorish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Si Abd-cl-Karim and his suite 
arrived in Paris two days ago and have 
just had their first interview with M. 
Delcassé. To-morrow they are to. be re- 
ceived at the Elysce by President Loubet. 
The length of their stay will doubtless 
depend on the success of their efforts to 
humbug the infidel, in which exercise Si 
Abd-el-Karim is an ‘adept, he baving been 
the “ ime damnée,” as the French say, of 
the deceased Grand Vizier. It is hardly 
likely that the mission will accomplish 
much, M. Delcassé being fully aware that 
‘the Sultan's promises are worth very lit 
tle, even when his Sherifian majesty really 
desires to fulfil them, his authority being 
ited. 
are being hospitably entertained. A man- 
sion near the Parc Monceau has been placed 
at their disposal, and next week ther will 
be shown such sights-as are most likely to 
impress them. . 

THE SUBMARINE. 

It has been decided that al) the sub- 
marines to be laid down this year are to be 
provided with a double means of propul- 
sion : a steam or gas engine and an electric 
motor supplied from accumulators. It 
would thus appear that the “Gustave 
Zédé” type, or submarine pure and sim- 
ple, is now considered less satisfactory than 
the “ Narval" type, which is designed for 
navigation on ‘the surface as well as 
beneath it. ‘The “ Gustave Zédé” is entire 
Jy dependent on her accumulators, and, in 
time of war, if she were cut off from her 
base she would become absolutely helpless. 
Moreover, her limited radius of action eom- 
pels her to keep close to a port. The 
“Narval,” on the other hand. has a motor 
to propel her not only on the surface but 
to recharge her accumulators for submarine

navigation. The “ Narval ” can thus strike 
at a much longer range than the “ Gustave 
Zédé” and greatly increase the tension on 
the personnel of an enemy's fleet. It fol- 
lows that, in theory at any rate, the 
“Narval” is by far the more formidable 
vessel. In practice, however, she has de- 
veloped rather serious drawbacks. During 
her forty-eight hours’ trial at the end of 
Tast month, she proved herself a bad sea 
boat. It was very difficult to keep her on 
her edurse, and she pitched and rocked to 
such an extent that officers and crew alike 
were thoroughly worn out. Under water, 
she behaved very well. She remained below 
for twelve hours at a stretch without any 
of the crew being the worse for it. On 
the other hand, she takes a long time to 
fill her tanks and sink. In the new boats 
this defect, it is hoped, will be largely 
overcome by reducing their size to 75 or 
80 tons’ surface displacement (the “Nar- 
yal’s” is 106). Presumably this reduction 
in size would not have been decided upon 
if it were likely to appreciably diminish 
the vessels’ fucl-carrying capacity and, 
consequently, their range of action, but it 
remains to be seen whether they will prove 
better sea boats than the “Narval” or 
develop greater speed than her 6} knots on 
long journeys. At any rate, the repeated 
experiments show that the French are not 
afraid to spend money on their search for 
the model submarine. Their perseverance 
certainly merits success and forms a strong 
contrast to the apathy and lordly indif- 
ference of the British Admiralty.

‘Tie REPORTED RETURN OF A REFORMER, 
‘The “Sinwenpw” states that one of the 
pal members of the R-furin Party, 
during the Emperor's short reign in 1808, 
named Wang Chao, hws returned from 
exile abroad and is now in Tientsin where 
he has come to wait for his Majesty's ro- 
turn en route to Peking and to pray for 
his Mejesty’s protecti 

Apropos of above, it will be remembered 
that Wang Chao when a third-class seere- 
tary of the Bowd of Rites, in 1898, drew 
up.a strons memorial on reform which he 
asked, according to etiquette, his superior 

ficers Huai Ta-pu, the Manchu President, 
and the Chines+ President and Vice Presi- 
dents of his own Board (Rites) to present 
hishehalf tothe Emperor. ‘The reforms 
suggested hy Wang Chao were cons'dered 
to» sweeping and revolutionary by the 
writer's superiors who, instead of handing 
the memorial to his Majesty, as they were 
bound both by etiquette and'the Emperor's 
special commands to do, called up Wang 
Chao before them ; gave him a severe scold- 
ing, accusivg him of being a. revolutionary, 
































violently threw back to bim his memorial 
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‘and ordered him to re-write his paper. 
Wang Chao however stoutly refused and 
his superior officers (Huai Ta-pn, especially 
denounced him to the throne. Accordingly 
much to their surprise they succeeded in 
rousing the bitter anger of his Majesty 
who accused thom of wantonly disobeying 
the Imperial conmands—in act wortli 
of summary decapitation according to 
Chinese law—and eashiered and dismisset 
the culpri's for ever from the Imperial 
service. Wang Chao for his courage was 
promoted on the spot from the 6h rank 
fo the 4th Metropolitan grade, equivate: 
in rank to a Provincial Treasurer. ‘The 
cxshiered Huai ‘Ta-pu, who is also an 
Imperial Clansman, backed up by Kang 
Yi-and Yung Lu,’ tearfully appealed to 
the Empress Dowager at Eho Park for 
redress, which fiually resulted im forcing 
matters, bringing wbout the coup d'état 
of September that year, and putting the 
Reactionary Party, leaded by the Empress 
Dowager, in supreme power in the State. 
It ia to be hoped that Wang Chao will not 
be harmed by his numerous enemies in

REPORTED DEFEAT OF RUSSIAN AND CHINESE 
TROOPS IN MANCHURIA, 

News received from thoroughly reliable

AN APPEAL TO THE PUBLIC. 

When, through lack of intellivent ap- 
preciation of the scheme then brought 
forward to provide Shanghai with an 
efficient tramway service, the ratepayers, 
at the special meeting held in Cctober, 
1899, allowed the question to fall through, 
there were many people who no doubt 
thought that it was shelved for a number 
‘of years to come. In all probability the 
surimise would have tarned out to be a 
fact if Mr. Hans Ziegler h-d not very re- 
cently come forward with «new schente to 

ive the residents of Shanghai the means 
si i h is so necessary in 
place where commercial and business inter 
ests are of such a great and varied character. 

Tn the early part of the mon'h, Mr. 
Ziegler approached the Municipal Council 
with the very generous offer to prepare at 
his own expense detailed plans and to make 
all preliminary arrangements for a tramway 
service in the Settlement, and provided 
that the whole scheme should be laid 
before the Council for either acceptance or 
rejection. To his very natural surprise he 
was informed that in face of the attitude 
adopted by the ratepayers towards the 
question of tramways at the meeting c: 
vened nearly two years age, the Council 
was unwilling to consider any scheme in 
this counection at the present juncture. 
‘Taking into consideration therefore that 
the members of the Council seem to think 
they cannot work in opposition to the 
wishes of the ratepayers, Mr. Ziegler has 
made a public appeal for nssistance in 
securing the necessary permission to evry 

is scheme into effect. 

He is prepared to construct the whole 
first section of the tramway, from St. 
George's Farm through Sinza Road, 
crossing Defence Creek, Chefoo Rond, 
Lloyd Road, Fokien ‘Road, ‘Tientsin 
Road, Honan Road, S»ochow Road, over 
Mnsenm Bridge and turning into North 
Soochow Road, with temporary end station 
in front of the Marine Gab, at his own 
expense, the acceptance of ‘the offer by 
the Municipal Council to be conditions! on 
his furnishing satisfactory financial guar- 
antees, Upon completion the service 
would be worked on this route for one 
year, the ratepayers then to decide 
Whether Mr. Ziegler should proceed with 
the other sections, or remove the first 
section. ‘The ratepayers would also have 
the opportunity presented to them of 
acquiring the first section, and having it 
administered as a Municipal concern, with 
the obligation to commission Mr. Ziegler 
to construct the other sections with the 
assistance and under the contral of the 
Municipal Engineer's Office. To ensure 
that the full public opinion of Shanghai 
shall be heard on the question, Mr. Ziegler 
has very wisely sent a posteatd to ench 
ratepayer asking for the written approval 
or diapproval of the scheme. 

We believe that there will be a great 
majority of the ratepayers found to favour 
the scheme, which is based upon the com- 
bination of the level, low level, and under- 
ground systems. The only danger to a 
perfect and unbiassed expression of opinion 
being heard is that arising from the eager- 
ness to discuss the special features of the 
scheme which, as Mr. Ziegler poinis out, 
obscures from view the principal and 
important question of whether Shanghai is 
or is not to have a tramway service. The 
same thing happened in England when 
tramways were first talked about, and 
delay in ‘carrying -out the work was 
repeatedly cccasioned by the proneness of 
the public authorities to place obstacles 
in the way by advancing all sorts 
of unsound and ridiculous theories 
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Major Bootlace of the S.V.C.” has a trifle 
of subacidity in it; and the letter-press 
generally is worthy of the pictures, 


on matters which can only come within 
the province of the expert. The point to 
be emphasised Iceally is that there is n 
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great and pressing need for a tramway 
service in Shanghai and that the sooner we 
are supplied with that service the better 
it will be for the safety, health, convenience 
‘and comfort of every resident.” At present, 
so far as vehicular trafic is concerned, 
the man with # limited salary is placed 
under the régime of the jiuriesha coolie, 
who whatever be his claims to sympathy 
and support, is at any time a very miser- 
able substitute for the motive power of 
the tram car. 

In the general outline of his scheme 
prepared for the enlightenment of the 
public, Mx, Ziegler ssys that the first 
section of the route woul be found to com- 
prise all the different types of Shanghai 
streets, and would therefore, when it was 
finished, give all classes of the community 
a good opportunity to.study the way it was 
worked and suggest improvements which 
could be carried out on the other sections 
as they were laid out. ‘The continuation 
of the route would be as follows :— 

Second Section.—Begiuning at North 
Szechuen and Tendong Road Corner, 
along Tiendong Road, turning into and 
going through the whole of Seward Road, 
and turning at the Aquarius Works into 
the Yangtsepoo Road, to Camp Hotel. 

Sections 1 aud 2 could be connected by 
inserting a short temporary line along 
Chapoo or Woosuug Road, between North 
Soochow Road and Tiendony Roxd, which 
would give an uninterrupted one line rrum- 
way feom St. George's Farm to the Camp 
Hotel (Yangtsepoo Creek). 

Third Section.—Line (Kast line) be- 
ginning in 'Tiendong Road, to be continu- 
cd towards the west along Tiendong Road 
to North Honan Roxd, through North 
Honan Road, slong North Soochow Road, 
crossing Shanse Bridge and running 
though Peking Road, in order to join the 
oxisting line shortly before crossing the 
Defence Creek. 

Fourth Section.—From temporary. ter- 
minal shunting station in front of Marine 
Club to continue east, along Whang- 
poo Road, Singpoo Road, inte Broadway 
(shortly before crossing ths Hongkew 
Crock), and so on till’ it would join 
the existing line at the Aquarius Works, 

Sections 3 and 4 would complete the quasi 
inner one line circle extending from 
Defence Creek to the Aquarius Company's 
Works, which would permit the using of 
the South line for cars from Kast te West 
and the North line for cars from West to 
Enst, or vico versd. 

‘This would almost preclude accidents as 
cars mould pass a street in one direction 
only. 

ifth Section Extension from 
George's Farm to Sicawei Observatury. 

xth- Svctign,—Extension from Camp 
Hotel to the Point. 

Mr. Ziegler has also thought of sp 
subjects for study after the first. section 
has Leen construc’ed, such as wide and 
narrow gauges, winter and summer ears, 
rails, sleepers, motive power, and the pro- 
bable effect on street traftic. In his opinion 
the risks of the streets, now so great, would 
be intinitely lessened by the introduction 
of a tramway service. 

‘This opinion is of course the correct one, 
and though at first there might be the 
usual nervousness of horses passing a tram 
car in motion, street accidents would not 
occur with anything like the frequency 
they do now. 

Auother side of the question which Me. 
Ziegler has not overlooked is 
which appeals to timid people, viz., that the 
jintiesha cvolies might yrow v 
Fiotous over the uew departure. Bub as 
he remarks, it is entirely the right of the 
Municipal ‘Council to teach aud impose 
Western logic upon those Chinese who have 
elected to live in the Settlement. And we 
go further and say that to allow the carry- 
ing out of a great and important step, 
having for its object the benefit of every 
member of the commuuity, te be pre- 
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that hut during these days when socia 


vented by ignorant opposition, would be 
stupendous folly. Ir is no” at all likely 
however, that these pessimistic fears 
would be realised, and in any case all neces- 
sary preeaution could be taken to preven! 
the slightest show of violence. 

Personally, Mr. Ziegel docs not believe 
in the existences of the much talked about 
obstruction of landlords tu any scheme of 

ramways, and thinks they are in a_posi- 
tion to counterbalance any depreciating 
effect on their existing real property inte- 

by buying at a very low figure all 
the country to be opened up. The truth 
of his belief that this will scarcely be neces- 
s an enlarged area with improved 
facilities for transit will cause an 
increase in the value of real property 
at the hewt of the town, is abundantly 
proved by what has happene! in every 
part of the world where tramways have 
been laid, 

Ta conclusion, lot it be said that it is 
matter for earnest hope that every rate: 
payer in Shanghai wo has the best 
interests of the port at heart will sub eribe 
hisapproval to the scheme which Mr. 
Ziegler has gone to so much trouble and 
labour to evolve. With a tramway se 
equal to the grevt demand which 
most surely be made upon it, the st 
attaching to Shanghai on account of its 
wretched vehicular service would be re- 
moved and an inestimable benefit confer- 
red upon the whole communit;

June 2tst.—L ft Chtiyebfu and the

and Smith are stayiug. Ou the 22ud our 
purty, consisting of only Drs, Elwards aud 
Sucth, Major Pereia and my-elf, with 
our servants aml som: Christivns returning 
t+ Shansi and Shensi, left by the early 
train, ‘The C1. M. and Dr. Atwood bad 
gime ahead to Pantingfu som days enlier. 
We found that the deputy appointed to 
escort us had taken tickets and made all 
arrangements fur our conrenience. We 
arrived at Paoting about We found 
carts and attendants waiting to take us 
and our luggaze to the kongkuan prepued 
forus. Te was in tie German quart 
the city, west sabarh, and was nicely done 
ith awnings ard dvesrated with flowers, 
stayed here till Wednesday mornit 
was iecessary to procure mules and 
for the inland journey. We heard alan 
ig rumours from Taiyuan, butdid not give 
mitich credit to them. Iu nny case we 
Aecided to pricced- and find ont a'l the 
fac's as we advanced. ‘Che officials did 
I they could to honour us and supply 
our needs. On the 26th, went by train to 
1 distance of sme 130i, The 
cult for Chinese traivs, but 
the railway hus done away with the slow 
progress through the sand drifts and we 
reached the city in a few hours, The 
Proviveinl Judge, sho travelled to 
Shanghai on the sume steamer last yew 
with us, was on the train. Me was much 
honoured by the French and travelled in 
state. At the station we found that the 
French had commandeered all the carts 
sent for us by the Chinese officials, ‘This 
caused some delay, but we soon were aile 
to get on to the College where the local 
oti ul prepared quarters fur vs. We 
ere well received. ‘The French have a 















































































strong post here. 

On the 27th. reached 1 
furthest. post.afthe French 
found that General Baillond was much an- 
noyed that we had come to Paoting without 
king for his sanetion and protéction, and 
he had telegraphed the Post Commandant 
notto help us in any way. The Major sonta 
declaration for us fo sign, showing that we 
proceeded at our own risk, etc. We saw no 
reason for not signing the missive, and we 
furtber sent a united letter to the General 
explaining that we were proceeding at the 
invitation of the Chinese Government and 
in the capacity of civilians ; that our pass- 
ports were issued hy our Ministers ; that 
‘we were escorted by Chinese, so we did 
not think it necessity to report ourselves 
in Paotingfu. The Chineso received us 
well. 

Op the 28th, reached Chengtingfu ; we 
were housed in a Buddhist temple. a fine 
building, and containing an 80-foot 
statue of Buddha, ‘The buildings were 
evidently built by fnperial request and 
public funds, but ike so many others 
are now badly ruined and in need of

On the 29 h, reached Huailuhsien. ‘The 
official had evidently made up his mind 
not to put hiraself about on our account, 
and so we found that little or no. prepara 
tion had been made. As he was the man in 
charge when the Greens were:lriven out, we 
declined to accept his card, or food, or 
visithim. ‘The weiyuan was much concern- 
ed on account of the difficulty, and feared it 
would involve him, After a time other 
rooms were found. ‘Then the official sent 
the gentry of the plice to apologise. After 
that we accepted his fod and also saw him. 
‘Phe French occupied the place for some time, 
but do nut seem to have left a guod impres: 
sion, Hunilu is u-ually a very busy centre, 
but is now deserted, all the priucipal places 
of busiuess being closed. 

The 30th being Sunday we were glad to 
stay, The C.1, M. were able to have a 
service in their own house, which the ima- 
<istrate was anxious to sve them occupy, 
‘ew, of course, were able to attend,as most 
of the Christians live at some distance 
from the city. 

Lat July.—O s leaving Huailu the officials 
and the yentry were all in attendance ty 
make tp for past discourtesy. We went 
on to Weishui, on'y 401i, We could not 
proceed further ns the river suddenly 
rose, A freshet came dewn so suddenly 
that some donkeys that wore crossing the 
stxeon had to stay stranded in the middle 
unable to return, or to cross to the other 
side. ‘It was. good example of the danger 
of these mountain streams in their swift 
swellings. 

2nd July.—At seven a.m. started for 
the river still said to be impassable, After 
seuding the soldiers to ford and examine 
the depths we all decided to attempt x 
crossing. This was accomplished after 
some delay but without any mishap. We 
had tocrossthesame river thee’ times before 
we reached Chinghsinghsien, We were well 
received by the official, who had splendid 
quarters prepared for’ us in the College. 
After lunch we started for the most 
interesting part of the journey—the pass 
through the famous Kukwin passage, 
The preparations made o_ resist the 
foreign troops were very mavifest. ‘There 
were pits along the road and strongly 
built barricades on the crests of tho ridges, 
inines were sunk and stone sangars built: 
On the advance of the Germans the position 
that naturally would be strony mud easily 
made impregnable by any European troops 
was speedily evacuated, There remain 
the deserted cannon and other dsbris to 
mark the attempt that was futile. We 
stayed the night at Huishihp'y, 

‘On the 3rd we lunched at Paiching and 
were royally entertained by the officials. 
We then proceeded to Pingtingchou where 
the whole city tarned out to honour our 
arrival. The chief magistrate here was 
friendly to the Saunders party last year 
when they were in straits, and his friend- 
liness was very much’ manifest again. 
There were no unwilling compliments, but 
genuine friendship. He had done ail he 
could for his own superiors and we felt no 
doubt that he was not making # show to 
order but. seeking to manifest his wish to. 
repair the wrongs for which he profusely 
apologised again and again. He meu- 
tioned an interesting conversation 
he had with the Empress Dowager 

when she was passing through Hsukou- 
sien last ‘year aud where he was 
magistrate ab the time. He tried to 
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the folly of seeking to act the 
iv dealing with foreigners and 
He was so strong and

On the 4th we lunched at a post on the 
road to Shouyang. Tho magistrate had 
made all preparations for our reception 
and we had an excellent feast, some 32 
dishes. It was curious to sit down in a 
famine district to such a feast, and stranse 
to find that there was a clean court-yard 
aud rooms in such a pluce. At 7 pau. we 
reached Shouyanz. ‘The magistrate is the 
same who ‘showed such little consi- 
de tis and friends in 
their plightlast year. He was, according to 
Imperial Edict, banished, but he is still’ in 
active service cf the Government and in 
the same post and city as last year. He 
called to see us, and dud everything in his 
power to honote us and our mission. He 

longs to Shanghai and one expec-ed to 
find him an cnlighten2d man, but he is the 
revere. 

Vaiynanfu, 98h July, 1901,—Twelve 
months ago to-day 45 European and 
American missionaries and others were 
slaughtered by the order of the 
Governor.

T was assured there was no sulphur there, 
and that it had no connection with the 
naphtha region we passed the night before, 
but without really seeing it, and thst at 
night we should have seen the fire.

‘There is always a row of fairfaced women 
with handkerchiefs over their heads wait- 
ing to sell us milk or bread—the bare 
necessaries of life, never anything e'se. 
There is never any cultivation visible. 
Almost all the steamers we mect are full 
to bursting of emigrants from Little Russia, 
coming to be given lant, and as » rule, 
people say, not to work upon it. But we 
met one steamer in a quiet sunshiny rexch 
and for a while all the Amur seem-d to 
grow sadder fur its passage. For there, as 
the deck passed, against » grating were a 
crowd of women looking out, and’ in a 
larger compartment, behind a crowd of 
men, sentinels standing on guard before 
and ‘behind as thus in a caye men and 
women, who cannot be trusted to go free. 
were conveyed thus far, far away. We 
supposed these prisoners must have 
started before the change in the law, 
and wondered whether it were possible

melanclily emvoy to be sent to Siberia.

capital spirits, only anxious—at least I was 
—as to whether it would be too dark whea 
we went on to see the confluence of the 
Argoun and Shilka which, after they join, 
are called the Amur. There seemed to be. 
a number of barges building there, and 
several binges inoored there, and among 
them I saw one with several of those very 
Nursing Sisters who had crowded me out 
of the Post boat from Habarofska. We 
condoled with them on having” been 
in the end thus leit behind, and they 
said they had beon five days. there, 
vaiting for a steamer to take then on, 
and then we went ashore for a walk. 
Some officers were kind enough to say 
they could take me to see the inside of a 
Cossack house, which I had been wishful 
to do. They’ took me into one of the 
grandest, which I distinctly heard a young 
Cossack tell them was “ beautiful,” but 
there was very little in it. Isaw where 
they slept behind the stove in winter, 
noted the absence of cupboards and tables, 
and the two amusing things were the way 
in which the Cossack girl stood with her 
arms across the door of an inner room, 
barring the entrance—she said someone 
slept there—and that when I touched one 
of the very few photos fixed against the 
wall to ask where it was, immediately 
about a dozen cockroaches ran out. Thus 
carelessly we amused ourselves. But when 
we got back to the steamer the Captain told 
us he had got a telegram saying there was 
only 3} ft. of water and his steamer drow 
3} and therefore he inust wait! Just as 
ie was gotting dark the long-expected 
steamer arrived from Stretensk to tug the 
barge. It was to start at daylight next 
morning, and as it got quite ‘dark the 
Captain ‘announced there were ji 
first-class places vacant on the barge and 
we could go on it, if we liked. Perhaps 
the packing can then be imagined, Of 
course, everyone packing at once, it was 
impos-ible to get anyone to help, and so 
though had been first on to the barge to 
secure a berth, had to be content to be 
amongst the Inst to get my. belongings on 
hoard. It was slways curious to me how 
class distinct ons hold good through all 
differences of nationality, and thus it was 
cavalry lioutenant, whe Helpe1 me to get a 
porter to get my goods across the yangway 
in tho middle of the night, saying so cour 
twously, after the manner of the cavalry, 
“It is bad enough for prisoners, so what 
it aust be for a lady, who camot even 
speak Russian.” But’ then ensued the 
inevitable scene. Some of the second-class 
passengers had rushed in and secured 
births in the first-class cabin, and the lady 
of many admirers had not got as much 
room «s she wanted, so her admirers stood 
by her, whil-t she alternately went into 
hysterics, or scolded, as 1 thought like a 
fishwife, but then 1 am not among her 
admirers, of course, being a woman, The 
admirers always said they would summon 
the captain but did not, and the dreary 
scene dragged on, effectually preventing 
any of us from undressing and getting to 
sleep, till 2.30 a.m., when the captain ap- 
peared to tell us we must all go back again 
and wait for another steamer, to come from 
Steetensk, as this barge was for the Nursing 
Sisters. I felt certain we must eventually 
go in it, or on another barge towed by the 
same steamer, for no company would go to 
the expense of sending two steamers, But 
there was nothing for it but once more 
to pack up baggage, and bed, etc., 
ete., gt porters once more and back 
age Notwithstanding which, I got upearly 
next morning to see prudent’ men already 
getting their things off to the barge the 
second time. And this time we really did 
get off from Prokroiska, though not till 
hoop, and just a month from my leaving 
Shanghai, so this does not scem to be & 
very rapid way of getting home. 

OF course, again, many people were left 
behind, and unfortunately for me all the 
people I was being friendly with failed to 
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get plices here, 
Tt certainly 


or wonld not have them. 

horribly uncomfortable. 
‘Phe ladies’ cabin has 8 berths down 
each side, two in a compartment as it 
were, but’ it is all open unless people 
curtain it off for themselves. ‘There isa 
cvekatoo, w dog, a baby, of course, two very 
noisy children, and the Indies like to talk 
loud to each other late into the night from 
distant berths. They, most of them, also 
take theit meals down there, though it is 
very dark, and they caunot see out of the 
windows, and though they say they get 
nothing 'to eat they seem to he having 
meals without cessation from 7 a.m. till 
10.30 p.m. At least, I have never hit upon 

time to go in that someme was not 
having a meal. ‘The food is moreover so 
bad T decline to be en pension, and am 
managing as best T can with cheese and 
eggs and bread, the meat being uneatable, 

id the soup unprobtable, ‘There is no 
place to take any exercise. If it were not 
so full, and the food tolerable, I think 
being towed in a barge would be just the 
most delightful way of travelling. Tt 
feols so still, being drawn through the 
water without auy vibration or steam or 
smell. And the scenery really has been 
heantiful. ‘The Argoun comes to join the 
Shilka through a fine rock gate just above 
Prokrofska, ‘and at first I thought the 
Shilka did not promise well. But the first 
eight hours were of infinite variety, rocks 
of forms and kinds I had never seen before, 
and crushed in the most marvellous manner 
into banks of sharp-edged stones, walls 
of unmelted snow on either side ‘of the 
river, behind that again flower-covered 
trees, hills of different heights and distances 
and with openings occasionally. I could 
not take my eyes off the scene for a minute 
the first day. To-day we have travelled 
along in a smoke from the forest fires where 
we stopped to wood up, and all rushed on 
shore for a ramble among real wild 
Siberian forest; the scene was charming, 
fallen trees, along the trunk of one of 
which I was able to take 36 steps and there 
wero still eight fect ef it more on 
the marsh only too much covered with 
brushwood for walking, thickest moss of 
many to me new kinds—a red lichen or 
the rocks is particularly decorative— 
azeleas in flower, rose bushes coming into 
blossom, bitches with the most silvery 
coats, a very pretty new fir, and such rocks 
and stones’ to climb over! I thought T 
should turn my ankle « dozen times climb- 
ing up a hill side, for the stones were all 
loose and apt to move, and so thickly cover- 
‘ed with moss one never knew what would 
happen next, Cuckoos were calling and birds 
singing. What adds immensely to the 
picturesquoness of the scene is the Russian 
Sisters, Some are all in greg, some all in 
brown quite plainly made dresses, the 
skirts a little full, and little capes of the 
same just to the’ waist. All wear white 
kerchiefs over their heads bound round 
them’ in various fashions, As they sit 
about the prow of the barge, with 
heuds drooped, the head Sister with 
white hair and a sweet face, who 
has beon 25 years a sister, always sitting 
quite erect and looking ‘forward, when 
fhe slanting raps, of the setting sum 
light up the fair “hair of one and 
another, and cast beautiful soft shadows 
on the white kerchief, the scene reminds 
me irresistibly of the pictures I have 
seen of the Queens weeping over Arthur's 
death. 

Why is it that fashionable dress is 
always so eminently unpicturesque ? Every 
pose these simply dressed Russian Sisters 
take harmonises so well with the 
landscape they stand out against, and I 
shall never be able to think of the wildly 
lovely Shilka without these white-ker- 
chiefed sisters gliding slowly up against 
its current, impelled as so many of us are 
through life by a force outside ourselves 
and irresistible,—in this case embodied in 
the steamer steaming on before, 





























For a great part of the day a 
being made alongside the  Shilk 
seemed like a sort of companion uniting us 
with the outside world, although never a 
soul have T sven walking along it, or work- 
ing ab it all day long. When it suddenly 
cexsed, and there was uo sizn of human 
action visible, it felt all so lonely again. 
Tust before it did so we passed the houses 
of the workmen, the most wrotched-look- 
ing dwellings T have ever seen ;_ slanting- 
roofed cottages, half embedded in the 
earth—like wild beasts’ dens rather than 
human dwellings. I suppose it is for 
warmth, but Ishould have thought they 
ran the risk of being wholly buried in 
a fall of snow. 

‘Thus we float along through beautiful and 
unknown scenes, ourselves not the least 
of the scene, yet a discontented, 
complaining crowd. All the ladies say 
they feel ill to-day! And no wonder !

a steamer moored, and slowly passed 
the Ataman that left on Tuesday at noon, 
whilst we only “got off on Wediestay 
atOp.m., and oo which I tried so des- 
perately to wet a passage, thinking it would 
surely arrive first. Now we have passed 
it, and Tam travelling in company with 
people who left by the first Post boat 
after my arrival in Siberia, so I feel that 
T am getting on as well ‘as is possible. 
But it is stow, and the haze from the furest 
fires—they call it burning w 
obscutes the bevuties of the Shilk: 
we have stopped at last 
village and drunk deeply of 
feel refreshed. ‘The food on this barge is 
impossible, ‘There are two more Army 
doctors on this barge, one again a Cossxck 
with such merry, kindly, blue eyes. His 
men are at Moukden. “here is also a 
wounded officer, who was at Tientsin and 
Moukden, It was at the latter place he got 
‘wounded, and he seems pretty bad still 

‘The Sisters say it has not been wat at 
all, but all caused by English intrigue. 
‘They speak of us jast as we do of them, 
only with more bitterness, I think. It is 
all England’s fault they 'say that Japan 
has acted as it has. Avother thing that 
amuses me is everyoue says: ‘Is this 
the first time you have been in Siberia and 
Kussia. And do you not find the Russians 
very charming and polite. So amiable are 
they not?” Why do we not speak in 
this way of ourselves? Another thing they 
say tickles my fancy: ‘Everyone thinks 

ju are French, because “you speak 

‘rench. And then you are so pleasant to 
everyone, people think you cannot be 
Boglish.” Ye hardly sooms to mea very 

wlite ‘speech.—But I try to seem pleased 
By it. Ab the same time T cannot help 
feeling that a great many of them resent 
the idea of an English person thus 
presuming to come among them. 

June 7th.—The river has hecome s~dden- 
ly quite lively with barges.and steamers all 
waiting for the water to rise, people say. It 
seems so indefinite. Three barges had been 
deserted by their tug, and all their crowd 
were camping -out, bathing, or washing 
clothes. ‘The road, too, is ging on again 
We had people on it to-day ; wild-looking 
men in wild-looking cloth:s tiding shaggy 
ponies, and there have been well-made paths 
or roads leading up into the hills. Again 
‘and again I notice fences along the top 
of them, all the Qossick villages have 
many fences, but what they are all made 
to enclose or keep ous I cannot think. 
Certainly thece are ca'tle from whom to- 
day again we get most excelleat milk. Till 
last night the Shitka has been too wild 
and lonely even fur milk. ‘The scenery 
has been very beautiful to-day, and this 
evening grander than it has been yet, the 
hills so high and solemn, and purple ‘with 
reky battlements standing out. But T 
fancy the shilka is all bevutiful when not 
hidden by smoke, 

This morning early we stopped at Ost

the Amur for beauty quite 
surpasses the lower Yangtz2 with which 
it may, T think, be very fitly compared, 
the Shilka, which in that case answers to 
the Upper Yangtze, beyond Ichang, thaugh 
Ithink many people might find it more pleas- 
ing feom its abundant, wood and yreenery, 
never comes up to the sublimity of the 
Gorges and also greatly falls short in 
picturesqueness.

THE ENGINEERS OF THE 
NORTH-GERMAN LLOYD.

The return of the North-German Lloyd 
steamships to their Hoboken pier gives 
a certain timeliness to Cleveland Moffett's 
account, in the June “St. Nicholas,” of 
that part of the work of “The Fireman ” 
which consists in fighting the flames along 
the river front. One of the epivodes 
described was the attempt to rescue th 
German engineers from their burning 
ships in the summer of 1900, 

“I'm with you, Ned,” called Captain 
Braisted ; and without more words ‘these 
two climbed in through the cval-chute and 
started down the black, hot, stitling ways 
for the engine-room,, And somehow they 
got there safely, and found eight men still 
alive, all Germans, engineers and their 
assistants. But when the ficemen called 
to them to hurry out for their lives, they 
refused to move. ‘Their duty was with 
their engines, said they ; they had to run 
their engines; they were much obliged 
to the American gentlemen, but they coald 
not leave: their posts. "Gallagher and 
Braisted could searcely believe their ears. 
“But you will die!” thoy urged. The 
Gernians thought it very-likely ; still they 
could not leave. ‘But it won't do any 
soo; the vessel is past hope; you will be 

murned to death.” 

‘The Germans understood perfectly, says 
the “Pall Mall Gazette,” they would be 
burned to death at their engines; and as 
were all of this mind and not to be 
, the firensen gould only say-** g60d- 














and set forth sadly on the{return 
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journey. And this time they nearly lost 
themselves; but at last the'r good star pre- 
vailed, and they came without hrm to 
their comrades, who listened in wonder to 
the news they ‘brought. It seemed such 
utter folly, the de of that unhappy 
engine-room crew, yet there was some- 
thing almost splendid in their stubborn 
aeration to duty. Quietly they had look- 
ed death in the face, a horrible, lingerin 
death, aud had not dived ; aud’ days 
Tater, when the steamer tal burned her- 
self out and lay grounded in the mud, cold 
and black, the wreckers found these ‘firh- 
ful though mistaken men still at their 
Poste till by their engines, where they 
had waited in spite of everything—where 
they had perished.

H.B.M.’s CIVIL SUMMARY 
COURT.

“ONEW PRESS" ILLUSTRATED DESCRIPTIVE 
TRADE EDITION. 

This was a chim for $94.70 for photo- 
engravings supplied by the plaintiff to the 
defendant. ‘The defence ‘was that the 
engravings were not ordered, aud. that 
when it, was heard that they were being 
prepared notice was given to the pla 
that they were not required. 

In reply to his Honour the defendant 
sdmittes that-the engravings ware privted 
in_a special trade edition of his paper, the 
“ New Press,” and said that he would pay 
the man who supplied them to him. 

Plaintiff stated that Mr.Chesney Duncan, 
the joint lessee with defendant of the 
“New Press,” ordered the engravings to- 
wards the end of May. The price original- 
ly agreed upon was 25 cents per square 
inch, the engravings to be on copper. 
This price wos afterwards reduced t) 20 
cents the engravings to be on zine. Mr. 
Cowen never told him that he did not 
want him to do the work, which was for an 
illustrated descriptive edition of the “New 
Press,” which was published on the 20th 
July, 

His Honour, to the defendant—What 
the plaintiff says is that Chesney Duncan, 
who ordered these things from him is your 
partner. Itis clear that you will have to 
pay a proper price for them unless you 
can show reason to the contrary. 

Plaintiff in reply to the defendant admit- 
ted that some of the engravings had been 
sent back and replaced by others and that 
Mr. Grey had told him by word of mouth 
that they were not good enough 

Defendant said that Grey was the man 
who ordered these engravings. He made a 
contract with Grey who in turn made a 
contract with plaintiff. For anything he 
knew Grey might have made contracts 
with hundreds of people. Grey was at 

resent in Japan but intended to come 

ack, as he had not collected the money 
ue to him from the “New Press” except 
some small advances. 

His Honour said that the results of the 
labour of the plaintiff went into the paper, 
and the money must not be paid to Grey. 

Defendant replied that he had promised 
the plaintiff that he would withhold the 
money from Grey and pay him, 

His Honour—Between you and Mr. 
-Grey—whoever he is—you must settle with 
the man. Meanwhile you must not part 
mith the money. It seems to me from 
what I hear that you and.Grey are princi- 
pal and agent in employing the plaintiff. 
Grey is not a distinet person altogether, 
but your agent. When will he be back? 

Defendant said that Mr, Grey, was in 



























Uthat he would be back by 
the 4th August. But defendant could not 

vf because Grey sent a tele- 
gram to him on Monday asking for money 
to enable him to come back. He would 
get a percentage—probably $500 or $600— 
on the proceeds, which had not_yet come 
in. The work done by plaintiff was very 
unsatisfactory. Defendant offered to get 
the matter settled amicably by the inter- 
vention of the Consul, but the plaintiff 
refused the offer. 

Plaintiff said that he could bring expert 
vidence to show that the inferiority of the 
work was not the fault of the blocks sup- 
plied but of the printing. His agreement 
with his customers was that they could 
return the blocks and he would make new 
ones, 

His Honour—That seems to be a very 
good argument. You could have returned 
the blocks. Why did you not return them? 

Defendant said that at one time they 
could not return them and had to put up 
with bad work in order not to delay the 
publication. 

Plaintiff answered by saying that 
the last block was returned to him on the 
5th and he sent a new one on the 6th. 
‘The paper was not printed before the 10th 

aly. 

His Honour—I think you had better pay 
the money. Iam quite satisfied as to the 
merits of the case, but I will give you 
every opportunity to get the evidence of 
Mr. Grey as to the quality of tho work. I 
will ask you to pay the money into Court. 

The defondant suid hw hal 
intiff that he wonld nor have the engra- 























His Honour remarked that it was. piece 
of humbug to say that, as the engravings 
were used, aud Grey was the agent of 
defendant. 

Defendant replied that Grey was nothing 
but acwvasser and had no authority to 
make e ntraets with anyone, 

Eventuslly his Honour adjourned the 
case for fifteen days after ordering the 
money to be paid into Court, t he payment 
of the money to be decided on when Grey 
returns to Shanghai, 


















H.B.M’s POLICE COURT. 


Shanghai, 24th July. 
Before H. F. Kix, Esq., Acting 
Police Magistrate. 
R. v. Lee axp Wesster. 

John Lee, boatswain, and James Webs- 
ter, carpenter, both of the British steamer 
Glenlogan, were charged with having 
wilfully damaged cargo on the steamer 
Glenlogan, to the extent of £20, whilst the 
said steamer was lying in the port of 
Shanghai, between the 19th and 22nd July, 
in contravention of the Merchant Shipping 
act, 1894, 57 and 68 Vict., Cap. 60, sec. 

5. 

James McGregor, sworn, said—I am the 
master of the Glenlogan. On Monday 
forenoon, about 10 o'clock, while .walking 
along the deck, I met the second officer 
carrying two rolls of plush. I asked him 
where he had got them. He said that he 
had found them in No. 5 ’tween-decks, in 
the fore part, partly concealed behind 
some dunnage wood. I told him to put 
them in a safe place for the present and 
to get any partially damaged cases up 
from the hold for examination. When the 
cases were brought up I examined them. 
Three had the woodwork broken and the 
tin lining cut. The contents of one were 
intact ; the contents of another had been 
disturbed and were partly hanging out. 
‘The third had two empty cardboard boxes 
just immediately below where the lining 
hhad been cut. The description in the 
manifest showed that these cases had con- 
tained plush. I thereupon ordered the 








second officer to put back the plush inside 
the boxes and have the cases repaired. In 
the afternoon I received a further report 
relative to the matter, from the chief 
officer, and I then called in the assistance 
of the Municipal Police, who investigated 
the matter for me. On the strength of 
admissions made by defendants to the de- 
tectives, in my presence, I thought it best 
to charge the men before this Court, 

Harry James Henderson, sworn, said— 
I am chief officer of the Glenlogan. ‘The 
second officer reported to me about the 
plush having been brought up from the 
‘tween-decks. He told me that when he 
was putting it into his room, according to 
the captain's orders, the boatswain, John 
‘Lee, who was standing near at the time, 
made a remark which showed that he 
Imew something about the plush. On hear- 
ing this, I went to the boatswain and ask- 
ed him if it was true that he knew that 
the plush was out of the cases, and whe- 
ther he had intended to get them up 
himself. He told me that the carpenter 
had told him that the plush was in the 
“tween-decks, out of the cases, and that 
he and the carpenter had intended to get 
them up into their own room. I then 
reported the matter to the captain and 
the police were sent for. 

By the Court—The boatswain had no- 
thing to do with cargo. It was the carpen- 
ter’s duty to repair cases, if necessa 

John Wiljiam Wren, sworn, said—I am 
the second officer of the Glenlogan. On 
Monday, about 10 o'clock or 10.30 in the 
forenoon, I was down the No. 5 ’tween-

decks. I found two rolls of plush; they 
were not rolled up at the time. They 
were stowed away behind a Tot of dunaage 
wood, between the dunnage wood and the 
forward bulkheads. It was pushed down 
as though it iad been put there hurriedly. 
I got them out and made them into two 
rolls. Thad them passed on deck and 
proceeded to carry them to the chicf 
officer myself. On'my way I met: the cap- 
tain, who asked me where I had got them. 
I told him, and ho said 1 must put them in 
a secure place for the present. He also 
asked if I bad found any cases broken or 
damaged. I said that I had, and he gave 
me instructions to get the eases up on 
deck for repair. I proceeded to my own 
room, which was next to the room oc- 
cupied by the carpenter and boatswain. 
The boatswain was in his room at the time. 
He remarked that ho knew the stuff was’ 
in the hold. In a laughing sort of way he 
said it would do for a cumsha. I said 
that would not do; it was the ship's pro- 
perty. I asked him how long he had known 
that it was in the hold. He said “Three 
or four days.” I ought to havo mention- 
ed, that when I first sew him in his room, 
I had difficulty in opening my door, as I 
had the two rolls of pjush in my arms. 
asked the boatswain to bold one roll while 
T unlocked the door, and he did so. I 
then put the rolls into my room and lock- 
ed it. Iawent to the chief officer and told 
him of the occurrence. 

John Lee said that the second officer's 
evidence as to the conversation with him 
svas not quite correct. ‘The second officer 
came to his door and asked him if he 
would hold one of the bales while he un- 
locked his cabin door. He (defendant) 
said “Cuusha?” and the officer replied 
“No, ship's goods.” He then said “I and 
the carpenter knew it was in the hold.” 
He had confessed everything to the cap- 
tain. The carpenter had suggested that 
they should take the goods to their own 
room, He fell in with the suggestion, 
though he knew it was wrong. He was 
very sorry for it. 

James Webster said that he found the 
goods stowed away behind the dunnage 
yood and immediately thought there was 
something “fishy” about it. He went on 
deck to report to the ehief officer, but the 
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latter was away in one of the wharf go-! 
downs. He afterwards forgot to mention 
it, It was not true that lie had suggested 
taking the plush to his own room. ‘The! 
boatswain had said so, but he was in drink | 
when he said it. 

In reply to the Court, Captain McGregor 
said that up to the present the defendants 
had bore excelent churacters. He could 
not believe that the boatswain had been 
drunk; he had never seen him drank. 
Both were very good hands, but, since 
arriving at Shanghai the carpenter's be- 
haviour was not so good. 

‘His Worship said that he was quite con- 
vinced that defendants intended to take 
the plush to their own rooms. Lee had 
very properly admitted this, but Webster 
refused to admit it, though he bad been 
given every opportunity. In view of the 
fact that the captain had spoken so well of 
their previous conduct he would d 
leniently with them. Ice must go to pri 
son for two weeks, with hard labour, and 
Webster for three weeks, with hard labour. 

Captain MacGregor said that he did not 
wish to lose the men; he proffered a 
request that the men be sent back to the 
ship, which would leave on Saturday. 

His Worship said that as the captain 
wanted the men back and in consideration 
of the good cliaracters given them, he 
would change the sentence to a fine of $30 
exch. The captain must. arrange with the 
Shipping Office thar that sum he deducted 
from their wages. 































UNITED STATES CONSULAR 
COURT.

Sivo Cutoxa Jewet Conraxy v. Navtovat 
‘ASSOCIATION oF MaNuractonEns 
or tHe Ustrep States. 

Ta this case, adjourned from the previous 
day, Mr. A, M. Latter (Messrs, Drummond 
and’ White-Cooper) appesred for the plain 
tiffs and Mr. ©. R. Holeomb for the 
defendants. 

In the course of a long and exhaustive 
speech for the defence, and largely taken 
up by the reading of legal extracts, Mr. 
Holedmb defined the business, aime, and 
objects of the defendant Association. ‘That 
was an Association of manufacturers who 
had united for several broad purposes, one 
of which was the development of the 
American trade in foreign countries 
amd the establishment of _ exhibition 
warehouses, and in its printed matter 
the Association stated that it neither sold 
nor transacted business of any kind except 
to bring foreign merchants in contuct 
with its’ members, for which services 
it made no charge except the dues 
paid by its members. ‘The very name of 
the Association indicated its scope and its 
nature, and its business. It was an Asso. 
ciation, not » fim, nots company, and its 
rales gave warning to the public at large 
that it was not a business tirm. From the 
very name it was evident that such » 
iy did not buy and sell in the ordinary 
meaning of the tetm. A thitd pasty deal 
ing with an agent of such a body, must 
deal only in the business in which that 
body was engaged. In the second place 
the party who Seale with the agent must 
deal within the scope of his authority. 
The contract for the jewels in th 
case was outside the authority of the 
agents, and it had been proved that they 
were to have the profit accruing from any 
sale of the jewels, and not the Association. 
By acovtract it was made clear that when 
the Association opened a warehouse in 
Shanghai and appointed Victor L. Boeck 
as caretaker, it gave him no right to do 
anything except rent the premises, and the 
only thing that gave him a right to sign 




















the name of the Assuciation inany posible 
way was an implied right to have the lease 
exeented in the mune of the Associ 
He had no right t» act ot 
caretaker of the samples pliced 
warchouse by members of the 
which in every way wale clear to she 
public that it didnot esrry on commercial 
transactions in the ordinwry way. In that 
contract Victor L. Boeck agreed to provide 
sach capital as was requived for the proper 
conducting of the Se'ling Department of the 
American Warehouse, and which was a 
private business earried on by him and his 
brother, It had never been proved that in 
obtaining the jewels Bovck Urothers were 
acting in the scope of the business of the 
Association. ‘They were the responsible 
parties and not the National Association, 
which was not in the habit of buying jewels 
to send to the President—a ridiculws suz- 
gestion. Continuing, Mr. Holcomb ssid 
that there was no doubt that Mr. Victor L. 
Boeck was special agent of the Associstion, 
Lyecause he was limited in every act be did. 
By no express or iinplied contract had 
Boeck Brothers authority from the Asso- 
ciation, and no authority could be acquired 
from Victor L. Boeck becanse there was 
no authority given him by the terms 
of the contract, and he could nat po:sih 
delegate his authority either to Edward 
Boeck, or to Bueck Brothers; at any rate 
there was nothing in the contract permit- 
ting of such delegation. In conclusion, 
Mr. Holcomb maintained that it had ni 
been proved that there was any agency 
exeept the speci agency of Victor L. 
Boee's, limited in his authority to act us 1 
caretaker for the Association. To say that 
Boeck Brothers were the agents of the 
Association was a violent assertion not 
borne out by facts. Boeck Brothers were 
responsib'e and not the Asso; ‘About 
Victor L. Boeck thero could be only two 
things said, either that he was insane and 
that his acts were the outcome of his in- 
sunity, or that he was an unmitigated 
scoundrel who ought to be suffering for his 
crimes in a penitentiary. 

‘Tae Court adjourned until the afternoon. 

Upon the reassembling of the Court at 
two o'clock, Mr. Latter delivered his 
argument for the plaintiffs, the zeenter 
part of it being the citation of legal 
judgements in similar eases to that 
In his remargs he contended that as the 
agents of the Association rvceived the 
jewels the plaintiffs had given credit for 
them to the Association, which received 
the profits made for them by their agents. 
The jewels were taken away andl the receipt 
for them was sent to the plaintifis two 
hours later, who, as was the custom with 
Chinese, looked for the “chop” or st 
attached, and saw the name of the American 
warehouse, which they knew was the pro- 
perty of the defendants. He said that for 
Anagent to obtain those jewels for the 
Association was in absolute consistency 
with special agency work. This brought 

to the point as to what were the 

ressons actuating a formation of munfac- 
turers. ‘The members of such a body must 
do something besides selling, they must 
buy too to increase their business. ‘These 
jewels were obtained by a man who was.a 
member of the Association, they passed 
through his hands, and whatever was the 
nature of the body of which he was a 
member, and which seemed to be a big 
concern, he (counsel) submitted that the 
laws of prine'pal and agent, or some sort 
of law, regulated it. There was ono 
unvarying principle that the knowledge of 
the agent was the knowledge of the 
principal, or the partners, Another point 
which had caused considerable dispute was 
whether the manager of a warehouse 
was entitled to receive goods and sell 
them on terms. The general opinion 
of business men would be that a ware- 
house was not kept as a z00 merely to 
be inspected, but a place for the transaction 
of business. The very meaning of ware- 
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house was that it was not for import bu: 
ness alone. Tn this particular instance the 
use was for a business which had 
)j-ct the encouragement of trade 
of ail sorts hetween China and the United 
Te must ha 






















of the A that this warehouse 
was not doing solely an import. business, 
and that the jewels were being obtsined 
foe sule in America. In throwing the 
blame upon Vietor L. Boek the cow 
sel for the defendants must have seen the 
danger to his argument fr the d-fence 
in making the sespg st a man who 
was munayer of the Ainerican warehouse.

U.S Peorre v. Entsworta axp Granam. 


Thomas Ellsworth and J, Graham, both 
unemployed, were charged with the larceny 
of & canvas bag, containing clothes of the 
value of $30, the property of E. Polzein, 
from the Hongkew Coffee House on tho 
20th inst. 

Detective-Sergeant McDowell stated th 
complainant eame to the Hongkew 
Station and reported that his clothes 
hen stolen. McDowell visited the pawn- 
shops and found that the stolen goods had 
been pawned at two different shops. ‘The 
proprietors of the shops gave him a deseripy- 
tion of the men who had pawned the 
clothes, and he was thus able to arrest 
prisoners on ‘Thursday afternoon, He 
took them to the Police Station and after 
some questioning, they admitted the 
theft. 

His Honour suspended sentence to give 
the men au opportunity to ship from Shang- 
hai, but warned them that if they were 
found in Shanyhai again they would be 
brouzht before him and severely punished 
for the offence they had been charged with 
tha: day.

Defendant, who had been arrested on a 
U.S. Consular warrant and liberated on 
bail of $50, did not appear. 

J. A. W, Lourviro, manager of the Astor 
House, stated that on Friday morning 
between 2 and 3 o'ciock defendant came t» 
his room and said that he wanted a gamne of 
billiards. Witness replied that billiards 
could not be played in the hotel at that hour

Shortly afterwards the night watchman 
compliined to witness that defendant had 


assaulted him, Witness then sent. the 
steward down to try to persuade defendant 
to be quict aud go to bed, Defendant 
then assaulted the steward.

Witness—I did not see it but I know 
what happened.

Witness then telephoned for the police,

not so very drunk as he walked properly. 
He had his ususl drinks in the hotel on 
the day in questi-n, He must also have 
been drinking outside considering that he 
came’ back to the hotel at 2 o'clock in the 
morning. When the police came, witness 
asked them to lock the man up for the 
night, but they refused to do so without « 
warrant from the Consulate, which could 
not be obtained at that time. 

L. Storm, steward of the hotel, said 
that he was sent for by the manager at 
about three o'clock in the morning to quiet 
down the defendant, who struggled with 
him and scratched his k. “Defendant 
must have also hit him with something— 
he thought a corkscrew—on the lips, as 
they were swollen, He could not ‘say 
that the man was drunk, as he was sober 
at the Police Station, Witness added that 
he would not be able to resume his duties 
as steward for at least a fortnight. 

Mr, Loureire—I press for a severe 
punishment. I cannot lose the services 
of this man. He cannot sleep and com- 
plains of pain. 

His Honour fined defandant $50, in- 
clading $20 compensation to the steward 
and the expenses of the case. 

At this moment the defendant appeared 
in Court and said that he was late stort 
he had beon seeking logal advice. 

His Honour said that he could have 
committed the defendant for contempt 
of Court and he should consider himself 
fortunate in getting off so lightly. 


ALLEGED ASSAULT ON A 
NATIVE DETECTIVE. 


MIXED COURT PROCEEDINGS. 


At the Mixed Court on Monday morning 
before Mr. Chang (Magis'rate) and Mr. 
S. F, Mayers (British Assessor), six mep, 
two described as a banker aud manager, 
respectively, and the other four as servants, 
were charged with being concerned in 
assaulting the complsint, x Municipal de- 
tective, Yung Sai, on the 23rd inst., by 
knocking him down, beating him with 
their fists, kicking him about the body 
whilst on’ the ground and dragging him 
into an alleyway off the Tientsin Road 
and hanging him up by his queue to a post 
fixed in the wall. Also with tearing. his 
jacket off his 1d causing him to lose 

7, which was in his pocket, and to lose 
his shoes ; the total value amounting to 
$13.50. 

Mr. D. McNeill (Messrs. Dowdull, Hen- 
son and McNeill) appeared on behalf of 
the police and Mr. A. M. Latter (Messrs. 
Drummond and White-Cooper) for the 
defendants. 

Captain-Superintendent A. M. Bois- 
ragon watched the case for a little while 
on behalf of the police and then left the 
Court. 

The Court thought it would be best to 
hear the detective’s statement first. 

Yung Sai, called, said that about 6 p.m. 
on Tuesday he was on his way from the 
Bund and stopped his riesha at a tea-house 
in the Tientsin Road. He went upstairs 
and his ricsha man’ stopped downstairs. 
About a quarter of an hour afterwards the 
ricsha man came ‘and told him his ricsha 
had heen broken. He went downstairs to 
see the ricsha and suw four or five persons 






































around the riesha, and he told them to go 
A carriage was coming down the 
|, which was very narrow in that par' 
and several men were standing in the mid- 
dle of the road and he told them to stand 
back. One man turned to him and said 
he could stand in the road if he liked and 
then swore at hit (the detective). He 
told the man that it seemed he did not 
understand reason ; the man then turned 
and hithim onthe neck. Complainant then 
wanted to take the man to the station and 
cauzht hold of him, the man also catching 
hold of witness, and the onlookers tried to 
separate them. ' ‘The matter seemed about 
to be settled when a wan named Wong 
came up ana caught hold of complainant’s 
queue and told him to accompany them ; 
they all went in the direction of the Bank 
Complainant wanted to go to the Police 
Station. On nearing the bank several other 
persons came and caught him by the hair, 
He was able to recognise them all distinctly. 
‘On coming to a lane complainant refused 
to enter it. He seized hold of a door to 
avoid being dragged into it. A number of 
coolies from the Bank then got hold of him, 
and he fell. While lying on his back, they 
dragged him in, ‘The banker was parsing 
at the time and complainant told him that 
he was a detective and, thinking he was a 
respectable man, begged him 10 go to the 
Police Station, but for a reply he received 
ick and was told to get inside. Another 
respeciable man was standing at the 
entrance to the Pao Ho Bank as they 
approached. He tried his best not to 
he taken inside, but the crowd pushed him 
in. This latter respectable-looking man 
kicked him also. When in the Bank 
four men tied him up by bis queue, using 
bad language the meanwhile. He told 
them he was a detective and they could 
go to the Police Station if Caf had any- 
thing against him. They replied that they 
cared not either for the Police Station or 
the foreigners. He forcibly stooped down 
to prevent the men tying him up. A man 
who was.not properly dressed came and 
tied his queue to the pillar. When this was 
done a native constable, No. 479, came into 
the room. 

‘The men who tied him up were in the 
Court and were pointed out. 

Complainant, continuing, said he caught 
held of the constable’s hand and asked him 
toblow his whistle for assistance, but when 
the constable attempted to do so a man 
(indicated) tried to snatch the whistle from 
him, Complainant tried to untie the knot 
on his queue with one hand. He was 
holding on toa man whom the constable 
had hold of. The constable had three 
men under arrest when be uvtied his 
queue. The men did not try to go from 
the room. The constable entered the 
room by pushing open the door. He 
assisted the constable to take the three 
men out of the room and was assaulted 
again in doing so ; the police on arriving 
were also assaulted. Defendants desisted 
upon the arrival of Indian constables. 
‘Two other Indian constables, Nos. 99 and 
151," came up when they were at 
the’ entrance of the lane, and he 
(complainant) told them to arrest the 
two gentlemen (the banker aud the 
manager) who had kicked him. One of 
them had kicked him only once, the other 
several times. 

In reply to the, Assessor, complainant 
said the time that elapsed from the quarrel 
in the street to the time he was taken into 
the Bank was about half an hour, but he was 
not quite certain. The alleyway ran out 
on to the Tientsiu Road. ‘The time of the 
occurrence was about 6.30 p.m. There 
were no constables in the Tientsin Road 
at the time he was crying for help. 

Sergeant Ross, in reply to the Court, 
said there was no constable on that road 
at that time ; the nearest was stationed at 
the corners of the Nanking and Honan 



























































Roads. The case was brought to the 
‘Station at 7 p.m, 





The Magistrate at this stage expressed 
some doubt about the statement made by 
complainant as toa large crowd acting in 
a desperate manner when the arrest of 
three men was effected. 

Complainant in reply to Mr. Latter said 
he was in the tea-shop. Tt was a 
shop he seldom visited. ‘There were 
two little scratches of the paint on his 
riesha. He did net know what the crowd 
was there for. He did not enter the 
srowd. He only spoke a.few words with 
his ricsha coolie. He saw uo silver dollars 
about. 

In reply to the’ Court—He did not 
know for what reason they dragged him 
into the alleyway. The man who struck 
him did not go away at the time, 

By Mr. Latter—He not know how 
Jong he was on the threshold of the Bank. 
He maintained the two gentlemanly-dressed 
men kicked him and they followed into the 
closed room. He saw them there all the 
time, He was not pliced in a chair at the 
Bank, He was tied up immediately he 
got there with his feet just touching the 
ground. He denied assaulting one of the 
defendants when in the cells at the Station, 

Sengt. McIntosh, called, said the men 
were placed in the cells for prisoners 
whose cases were to come off. Theré were 
no other persons in them undergoing sent- 
ence, There were others there awaiting 
trial and some men who were awaiting 
deportation. ‘That was the last arrest in 
connection with the case, 

Native police-constable No. 479, called, 
said he passed by the alleyway and saw a 
crowd in the Rank, ‘There were about 30 
or 40 people there as near as he could 
judge. On entering the Bank he was told 

y the onlookers that a native detective 
was being assaulted. Some one opened 
the door, and he entered unopposed, He 
did not have to force his way in. He 
saw the complainant in a standing 
posture, leaning against a post. Complain- 
anv’s feet were on the ground. A man 
(indicating one of the defendants) was be- 
hind complainant and was tying his queue, 
Complainant was crying ab the time and 
resisting. He did not ‘seo anyone strike 
the detective, He (witness) was struck by 
a man who tried to take his whistle away. 
He could not say for certain if the two 
Chiness“ gentlemen (the banker and the 
manager) were there at the time. 

Indian constable 51, called, said’ he 
took three of the defendants tothe Station, 
on the instructions of the detective. He 
saw the two bank officials on the way. 

Indian constable 131 said he arrested 
the two bank officials in the alleyway, 
having been told to do so by the detective, 
ative constable 479 had signalled to him 
when he was in the Nanking Road. When 
he arrived at the Bank no arrests had been 
effected. 

Mr. Latter said that one of the men 
named Cheng was a money collector of the 
Bank. On the day in question he was 
passing the tea-house in the Tientsin Road, 
when he saw a crowd around the riesha 
who was being scolded by the 
e. Cheng was starting and the 
detective becoming irritated slapped hit. 
He had $50 in silver and two bank orders 
in one hand and a chit book in the other. 
During the scuffle the dollars were knocked 
down. The detective then kicked the 
dollars away. The man cried ont for 
assistance and a defen‘lant cams and gave 
him assistance with the object of taking 
the detective to the Bank to report the 
loss of the dollars and then to the Police 
Station, First of all the other defendant, 
who had come up list, thought he could 


























leave the detective with the money 
collector and went to the Bank 
to report; when he came back he 


assisted in’ dragging the detective to the 
Bank. There they met one of the Bank 
officials, who asked them not to use 
violence. When the police were taking 
the prisoners to the Station the manager 
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and the shroff of the Bank who lived 
opposite heard the noise and came out to 
see what it was, and they were al-oarrested 
and taken to the Station with the rest, 
and placed under lock ant key. Cheng, 
after being put into the cell. was called 
to the bar by the detective. When he got 
to the bar the detective pulled him by 
the queue, bumped his head against the 
havs and hit him repeatedly on the side. 
A foreign doctor had given » certificate 
as to his injuries. 

The cise was adjourned until next 
Wednesday.

(British Assessor), a respectably dressed 
Cantonese was’ accused of fraudu- 
ently obtaining four bieycles between the 





months of January and July.—Detective 
Sergt. McDowell said that “about seven 
months ago accused sold a bieycle to 2 man 
for $35, but where the bicycle had been 
obtained he did not know, = Accused had 
alterwards told the purchaser that the 
bicycle was too high for him and if returned 
he (accused) would give him another 
in exchange. The bicycle was given 
to accused for that purpose but he sold it for 
$35 to another man. About three months 
afterwards the first purchaser and tccused met 
on the street and when the former asked for 
his bicycle, accused replied that he had lent 
it out on hire, and would return it. Accused 
then went to a bieycle shop and obtained a 
wheel which he give to the fmt purchaser, 
and when asked by the shop people for the 
‘return of the bicycle he borrowed an- 
other bicycle from another shop which he 
gave to the shop he had first borrowed a 
machine from. ‘The accused afterwards bor- 
rowed another bieycle from yet another shop 
and this one he Pawned for $20. Accused’s 
father was a wealthy man and had agreed to 
ay the complainants, but that would not 
clear the man, A lot of bicycles were con- 
tinually being stolen in the Settlement, and 
it was not stfe to allow accused to be at lange 
as heknew alot about bieyeles.—The Assessor 
asked if it, wax usual to deport Cantonese to 
Canton.—Inspeetor Aiens replied that it was, 
Dut in this case accused’s father being in 
Shanghai the prisoner would be sure to 
rewwrn. ‘The complainants since th 
recovered their ree did not wish to 
charge the man. Chinese were generally 
waited on. recovering thelr property and 
tried to back out of prosecuting, but the fact 
of restitution being made did ‘not alter the 
case, and this case in particular was a criminal 
one.” Accused was sentenced to 200 blows 
and to find security for his future behaviour, 
—On ‘Mursday morning (25h mstant) 
Defore Mr. Chang (Magistrate) and Dr. 
Barehet (smerieam Assessor), a mafoo was 
charged with recklessly driving » licensed 
pony and carriage, thereby colliding w 
riesha and upseiting the occupant, a native 
woman—whose premature obituary no- 
tice, by the way, appeared in a newspaper 
yesterdey—seriously injuting her. Sergt. 
Ross stated that both vehicles were going 
in the same direction over the Garden 
Bridge on the eveuing of the 24th instant. 
‘The occupant of the carriage was Mr. Ver- 
non of the Astor House who, when the 
accident occurred, stopped the carriage and 
saw the woman safely away. ‘The woman 
was injured about the head, the wound 
Dleeding profusely, and was sent to the 
Shantung Road Hospital, whereit is expect- 
ed it will le a month ere she properly re- 
covers. Mr. Vernon eslied at the Police 
Station and asked thatthe mafoo be sev 
ly punished. ‘The riesha was badly swash- 
ed. The Court ordered accused to pry 
§8 for the damage to the riesha, $10 com- 
pensation to the injured woman aud to be 
fined $10, also to tind security, 
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‘Two men were charged with stealing a 
boat and robbing the boatman of $7.89. 
Inspector Bourke said that the men had 
hired the boat to take them to Kashing, 
but on the way there, when near Minghong, 
they attacked the boatman—an old man, 
abost 60 years of age—and stole $7.80 
from him. ‘They then returned to Shang. 
hai, where they pawned all the old man's 
bedding and clothing and were negotiating 
for the sale of the boat when two native 
detectives evme upon the scene and arrest- 
ed them. The Court sentenced them to 
1,010 blows and a year’s imprisonment 
exch,—On Saturday morning (27th inst.) 
hefore Mr. Chang (magistrate) and De. 
Forke (German Assessor), » houseboy who 
was forinerly in the employ of Mr. A. R. 
Bowman, junr, and who bad been charged 
on the 11th inst., with obtaining goods w 
der false pretences from the Shanghai 
‘Meat Supply Association to the extent of 
$107.40 was again brought before the Court 
to show why he had not paid the money as 
he was ordered to de, ‘The security man 
was also charged with him for not havi 
paid the money within the 14 days —In- 
Spector Aiers stated that tle case hai been 
tried in the early part of the month before 
Dr. Barchet as Assessor and prisoner wax 
then ordered to pry the money, $107.40, 
and upon agreeing to do so was let out 
on security. ‘The fortnight allowed had 
expired three days ago. ‘The fine of $20 
had heen paid.—Mr. F Dallas who was 
sent on behalf of the Meat Association 
after some discus-ion finally agreed to ac- 
cept an offer made by the security man to 
pay the whole in monthly instalments of 
315. He mentioned that the Company 
might shortly wind up their affairs and that 
way why he pressed in the first instance to 
have the whole sum paid at once, xs they 
desired to cullect all the outstanding ac- 
counts. ‘The Assessir remarked that the 
security man was willing to pay the first 
instalment on the 2nd of August but hm 
would be liable to arrest if the amounts 
were not paid on the dates they fell du 
—On Tuesday morning (30th i ) 
before Mr. Chang (Maxistrate) and Dr. 

the mafoo 
who was charged on the 24th instant with 
recklessly driving a pony and carriaze over 
the Garden Hridge, thereby colliding with 
and upsetting a riesha, the ocenpant of 
which was a native woman, was further 
charged with causing the woman's death.— 
Sergeant Ross said the woman was seriously 
jured ar the time and taken to the Sha 
Rend Hospital, where she died on the 
27th through the injuries received. ‘The 
mafoo was not present, but had, he under- 
stood, heen taken to the City by the Chih- 
The tine imposed on the 25th had not 
paid. He therefore asked for a remand 
fo we-k in order to bring the mafoo 
tefure the Court. The Court ordered that: 
the fine be paid, and granted a remand for 
one week, 

A man was accused of assaulti ig Indian 
Constsble No. 197 on the Yang'sepoo Road. 
—Surgeant R. Burke seid accused was on a 
wheelbarrow which was stopped by the 
const sble fur the production of his license, 
whe 1 the man seiz-d hold of the constable’s 
heard and slapped his faco—Mr. A. R. 
Murphine appeared and said the accused 
was his cook and was returning home on a 
wheelbarrow from the market. He had a 
basket of flowers with him and the constable 
asked him for one, but the cook refused. 
‘Theconstablethen stopped the whee burrow 
and asked the evoliv to produce the license. 
Tn the mexnwhile he took hold of accused's 
queue. Accused resented this and caught 
hold of the constable’s beard, whereupon 
a struggle ensued. Accused had gone 
backwards and forwards on that road for 
along time, but had never been molested 
before. If the Court were unable to decide 















































































in the man’s favour he would ask for an 
adjournment in order to engage the 
services of a lawyer. The case was a very 





















everal witnesses—Accused on being 
juestioned corroborated the story, adding 
that he told the constable at the time thab 
the flowers belonged to his master. He 
did not deny striking the constable.—The 
Court came to the conclusion that the affair 
was of a trivial nvure; both men were 
equally to blame, and after hearing the 
evidence of two men who witnessed the 
occurrence from beginning to end the case 
was dismis+el. 

‘A woman was-accused.of having stolen 
three pairs of gold bracelets valued in all 
at $924 from three respective places. In- 
spector Chilver said it was the custom 
among some of the native women in Shang- 
hai to lend their jewellery to their friends 
for special occasions, Accused had gon» 
to a house in the Fuhkien Road and 
asked the lady there for the loan of a 
pair of bracelets, as her mistress wished 
to go out to dinner. The bracelets were 
Tent and she immediately pawned them 
for $226. On being asked the following 
day about them she said her mistress 
would return them in a day or two. 
Accused then borrowed a pair af bracelets 
elsewhere, pwned them, redeemed the 
first pair and re'urned them. ‘This sort 
of thing was repeated, and the second 
pair returned in like manner. ‘The pair 
first pawned were taken to a pawnshop 
about midnight. and Inspector Chilvers 
thought the pawnshop people deserved 
pusishment, asthe closing time was 10 
p.m. The Magistrate, however, did not 
appear to think se, ‘The wonvin was orders 
ed to pay S516 within seven days 
for two prirs of the hracelets, the third 
pair being unclimed. After’ paying the 
meer the woman would be further dealt 
with. 

A man was charged with bresking « 
large branch of a tree ou the Babbling 
Well Road. Sergt. Gibson said accused 
was caught in the act. It was very seldom 
offenders of this sort could be caught. 
A number of trees were broken in. this 
manner out of pure mischievousness. Ace 
cused was fined $4.
